The B.C. government is 
not aware of any bribery 
involving politicians and dis¬ 
tilleries which a Quebec in¬ 
quiry has labelled shameful 
and despicable and says is 
occurring in every province.

He said he was un¬ 
aware of any suggestions 
that political contributions 
were based on business 
given to a company;. 

The CBC program. The 
Fifth Estate, said docu¬ 
ments found in a raid on 


distillers across the country 
included cancelled cheques 
made out by liquor com¬ 
panies for the provincial 
wings of all three major 
political parties. 

It said the Social Credit 
party in B.C. wa?"also a 
beneficiary of lump sum 
political payments. 

The network said all ma¬ 
terial gathered in the in¬ 
vestigation was sent to the 


attorneys-generai of each 
province in January, 1979. 

Williams said neither he 
nor former attorney-general 
Garde Gardom were aware 
such a report was submit¬ 
ted. 

Consumer and Corporate 
Affairs Minister James Niel¬ 
sen, the minister responsible 
for liquor control and distri¬ 
bution. said he did not know 
anything about the Investi¬ 


gation but would make in¬ 
quiries. 

Health Minister Rafe 
Mair, consumer and corpo¬ 
rate affairs minister when 
the investigation was 
launched, said he was upset 
at not having been informed. 

“If there is any suggestion 
of any influence from the 
government of B.C. or the 
Social Credit party on the 
liquor distribution branch or 
the listing of liquors, it (the 


influence) had to come from 
one person only—me—and 
It’s a base lie, a falsehood 
and there is absolutely no 
truth to it whatsoever.

Why Soviet lovers 
but not me?—Pole 


VANCOUVER (CP) — A Polish sea¬ 
man, who has failed to win refugee 
status in Canada after trying for two 
years, says he can't understand why 
two Soviet shipjumpers are being given 
special treatment by federal author¬ 
ities. 

Tadeusz Jakubowski was to appear 
today in federal court to make a final 
appeal against immigration depart¬ 
ment rulings that he doesn’t qualify as 
a political refugee. * 

If he fails, he said, he must leave by 
the end of the month or face deporta¬ 
tion and possible jail in his homeland 
because of his opposition to the Com¬ 
munist system. 

But he also said he is puzzled that he 
finds himself in this predicament when 
a Soviet couple who jumped ship here 
two weeks ago have already been 
granted ministerial permits allowing 
them to stay and work while their 
applications for refugee status are 
processed. 


“No one can understand this,” said 
Polish-born Canadian Jerry Mazuruk 
who acts as translator for Jakubows¬ 
ki. 

"Tad has been given a glowing re¬ 
port from the union members and the 
management where he works, they 
are furious that he gets this nasty 
treatment while these Russians just 
show up and get in right away.". 

The Russian couple, Alexander Rya- 
gozov, 38, and Yelina Terekhova, 22, 
said they defected to the West mainly 
' because of their love for each other. 

The immigration department says 
Jakubowski does not qualify as a refu¬ 
gee because his case does not in¬ 
volve “extreme humanitarian rea¬ 
sons" or “persecution.” 

Jakubowski said he first ran into 
trouble with the. Communist system 
when he took part in food riots in 1970. 
He was part of a shipyard crew that 
was fired on by police. A friend was 
shot dead.

VANCOUVER (CP) —

“Since I could not go, I 
considered it appropriate to 
send officials to continue the 
discussions,” Hnatyshyn 
said, noting he had planned 
to go last month but the elec¬ 
tion intervened. 

Hopper said last July he 
had been ordered not to in¬ 
volve his company in inter¬ 
national oil deals. 

Hnatyshyn explained that 
Canadian inventories have 
been below secure levels re¬ 
cently and that Petro-Can- 
ada now was involved in the 
buildup of supplies. 

Meanwhile, a corporation

BELGRADE — President Tito ap¬ 
peared Wednesday night to be losing his 
battle for life. 

Doctors announced a worsening of the 
health of the 87-year-old Yugoslav presi¬ 
dent, whose left leg was amputated nearly 
one month ago. 

Doctors said Tito's heart was weaken¬ 
ing and his kidneys were failing. 

Sources said there was little hope and 
the only question now was how long the 
president could hold on. 

A statement issued by Tito’s eight doc¬ 


tors said his “general state of health has 
worsened" during the day. 

“Intensive measures of treatment are 
being administered." 

The medical bulletin, issued by the offi¬ 
cial Tanjug news agency, was the most 
pessimistic since Tito entered Ljubljana 
Medical Centre a month ago. 

Despite the bad medical news, Yugo¬ 
slav officials followed a business-as-usual 
routine. 

The official calm contrasted sharply 
with the nervous atmosphere in the capital 
during Tito’s surgery. 


Afghan rebels raid from Iran

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Trudeau balks at armament ‘ dough■ 


VANCOUVER (CP) — 
Liberal leader Pierre Tru¬ 
deau said Wednesday he 
knows the armed forces 
want more money for men 
and equipment but he does 
not want “to put a lot of 
dough into armaments." 

The priority of previous 
Liberal governments was to 
work for “peace and de¬ 
tente" and that priority will 
remain if the party wins 
Monday’s election, Trudeau 
said Wednesday in an inter¬ 
view on BCTV. 

Jack Webster, host of the 
show, accused Trudeau of 
allowing the armed forces to 


' run down during his 11 years 
as prime minister. 

"They are in good shape,” 
Trudeau replied during the 
lively one-hour exchange 
with the man known as the 
Oatmeal Savage because of 
his aggressive ihterviewing 
style and thick Scottish ac¬ 
cent. 

Trudeau said the number 
of men in the armed forces 
had decreased during his 
years as prime minister but 
expenditures to NATO had 
increased. 

The Liberal leader- said it 
is natural for the armed 
forces to want “more sub¬ 


marines and costly air¬ 
planes" but every govern¬ 
ment department seeks 
more money. 

"We think there’s more 
useful things to do than to 
fight wars and put a lot of 
dough into armaments." 

Prime Minister Clark has 
promised to increase de¬ 
fence spending if the Con¬ 
servatives are returned to 
power. New Democrat Lead¬ 
er Ed Broadbent said a par- 
liamentary committee 
should study the question be¬ 
fore deciding whether to in¬ 
crease spending. 

The relationship between 


Clark and the armed forces 
is not as rosy as the Conser¬ 
vatives claim, Trudeau 
said. 

He recalled that Defence 
Minister Allan McKinnon re¬ 
cently criticized the armed 
forces command structure 
and Admiral Robert Falls, 
chief of defence staff, then 
rebuked the Tory minister. 

“That never happened in 
my administration, particu¬ 
larly not at a time of interna¬ 
tional tensions. 

“We never had a public 
fight between the minister 
and the chief of defence.”

SAN SALVADOR (AP) - 
Salvadorean leftists seized 
the Panamanian embassy 
and a city administrative of¬ 
fice Wednesday, one day 
after occupations of two 
other buildings ended in 
shootouts with police that 
left 10 people dead. 

It is the second time in a 
month that the Popular 
Leagues of Feb. 28 has occu¬ 
pied the Panamanian em¬ 
bassy and taken Ambassa¬ 
dor David Perez Ramos 
hostage. The group walked 
out of the embassy Jan. 14, 
releasing all six hostages, 
after the government freed 
seven jailed political activ¬ 
ists. 

Members of the Popular 
Revolutionary Bloc seized 
the capital's water and 
sewer administrative offices 
and were reported to have 
taken up to 250 hostages. 
Their demands include bet¬ 
ter water service and re¬ 
lease of people arrested 
Wednesday by police on vari¬ 
ous charges. 

The spokesman for the 
Popular Leagues said the oc¬ 
cupation of the embassy was 
peaceful and designed "to 
force the government to free 
23 of our companions" cap¬ 
tured Tuesday when police 
stormed the Christian Demo¬ 
cratic party offices, which 
had been seized by the group 
Jan. 29. 

Another occupation by 
radical students at the edu¬ 
cation ministry ended Tues¬ 
day after a week. Shortly 
after the students freed their 
12 hostages, they began a 
victory march that ended in 


a gun battle in which five 
people died. 

Meanwhile, the Popular 
Leagues continues to hold 
five hostages in the Spanish 
Embassy, which it occupied 
a week ago.

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New threat to Egypt? 

Cuban troops make way to South Yemen 


CAIRO (AP) — More than 1,000 Cuban troops are on 
their way to South Yemen aboard a Soviet passenger- 
cargo ship that went through the Suez Canal, the newspaper 
AlAk hbar reported Wednesday. 

It said the vessel, the Leonid Sobinov, made its 
way into Port Said at the northern tip of the Suez 
Canal late Tuesday. 

South Yemen and the Soviet Union signed a friend¬ 
ship and co-operation treaty last year, and the Russians 
and their Cuban allies have military advisers in South 
Yemen, Western reports say. 

The ship started its journey from Havana and went 
through the Mediterranean before entering the Suez Canal on 
its way south to the Gulf of Aden, the newspaper said. 

Diplomatic relations between Egypt and South Yemen 



were severed last year after the signing of the Egyptian-Is- 
raeli peace treaty, and Egypt has reduced the size of the 
Soviet mission in Cairo to a minimum to protest the 
Kremlin’s intervention in Afghanistan. 

But under the terms of the 1888 Treaty of Constantino¬ 
ple, Egypt must permit the passage of any ship through 
the Suez Canal as long as it is not at war with the country 
of the ship’s origin. 

Officials of the Suez Canal Authority were unavailable 
for comment. 

Officials in Washington said Tuesday the United States 
was sending a marine amphibious force into the Indian 
Ocean-Arabian Sea area not far from the Red Sea to 
safeguard Western interests in the oil-rich area.

PORTLAND, Ore. (UPI) 
— FBI agents found wadded- 
up $20 bills Wednesday in 
muck dredged from the Co¬ 
lumbia River six years ago 
and said the money was part 
of the $200,000 ransom col¬ 
lected in 1971 by D.B. Cooper 
before he parachuted into 
folklore from a hijacked jet¬ 
liner. 

The first money from Coo¬ 
per's haul was found Sunday 
on a sandy beach on the 
north shore of the Columbia, 
eight kilometres northwest 
of Vancouver, Wash., by 
children on a family outing. 
It totalled about $2,000 and 
the serial numbers matched 
numbers on the bills given 
Cooper. 

FBI agent Ralph Him- 
melsbach said more money 
was dug up by agents Tues¬ 
day afternoon and Wednes¬ 
day morning. 

“We have the army corps 
of engineers and geologists 
out there," Himmclsbach 
said. "An agent who was out 
there said it looks like they’ll 
be able to help us out.” 

One agent at the site said 


he dug up a formless, fist- 
size clump of money he de¬ 
scribed "a wadded up bunch 
of $20 bills.” 

Himmelsbach said the 
geologists and corps scien¬ 
tists would probably be able 
to determine whether the 
shore material where the 
money was found came from 
the middle of the Columbia 
River, washed downstream 
from the Washougal River, 
or was carried upstream 
from the mouth of the Lewis 
River and dumped at the 
site. 

The FBI said that section 
of the Columbia was last 
dredged in 1974. 

The FBI long believed Coo¬ 
per parachuted into the 
basin of the Lewis River, 
which empties into the Co¬ 
lumbia downstream from 
Vancouver. The place the 
money was found indicated 
he landed 20 miles or more 
away in the basin of the 
Washougal River, which 
enters the Columbia up¬ 
stream from the site. 


Funeral rate cut risky 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — 
An undertaker who offered 
cut-rate funerals and a Ca¬ 
tholic priest who advocated 
them told a congressional 
panel Wednesday their lives 
had been threatened. 

Msgr. Richard O’Keeffe of 
Yuma, Ariz., said he was 
threatened five times from 
1975 to 1978 because he 
pushed for reforms and al¬ 
ternatives to regular funer¬ 
als as a member of the Ari¬ 
zona Funeral Directors and 
Embalmers Board. 

In one telephone call he 
received, “They asked me 
what kind of embalming 1 
would like," the priest said. 

The hearing was called to 
focus attention on proposed 
Federal Trade Commission 
rules to govern an industry 
on which Americans spend 
$5.4 billion annually—the 


third-largest consumer pur¬ 
chase for most. 

Undertaker James Reve- 
ley of San Antonio, Texas, 
who is also a dentist, said he 
quit working for standard 
funeral homes after becom¬ 
ing "very, very disenchant¬ 
ed” with their sales tactics. 

Instead, he opened a me¬ 
morial society which offered 
simple funerals for $365—a 
fraction of the $1,400 usually 
charged in his area. 

In addition to being called 
“un-Christian,” Revcley 
said, “I’ve had death threats 
over this situation.” 

He said one caller told the 
woman he was dating that 
“when I got home they were 
going to get both of us.” 

Reveley said, however, 
that he had no way of prov¬ 
ing other funeral directors 


were behind the phone 
calls. 

The undertaker described 
how he was taught in mor¬ 
tuary school "with a board 
laid out much like a Monopo¬ 
ly board with little caskets 
on it" how to arrange dis¬ 
plays to lure customers into 
buying expensive caskets. 

He also said he thought 
embalming was a public 
health threat, and could be 
replaced in many instances 
by refrigeration. 

“This is a scientific ap¬ 


proach to exploiting the con¬ 
dition of bereavement," said 
Rep. Albert Gore Jr., Ten¬ 
nessee Democrat, a member 
of the House Commerce 
oversight and investigations 
subcommittee, which heard 
the testimony. 

The FTC plan would re¬ 
quire undertakers to offer 
customers detailed price 
lists on request and would 
prevent them from making 
misrepresentations—such 
as claiming that embalming 
is required when by law it 
may not be.

Separating fact 
from fiction 


As we move into the last few days before 
the election, more than satiated by the con¬ 
stant diet of rhetoric, promises and exaggera¬ 
tions force-fed us by politicians of every stripe 
during the past two months, a gainful mo¬ 
ment or two might be spent in attempting to 
separate partisan fiction from political fact. 

As the torrent of claims and counter 
claims continues at full spate, we might well 
feel at this stage that Mark Twain's pungent 
comment, “We do not deal much in facts when 
we are contemplating ourselves,” has become 
a maxim to which all three of our major 
parties subscribe equally. 

However, if such is the case, it must be 
said that it is a dictum to which the Liberals 
adhere far more equally than either of the 
other two parties. 

For instance, the greatest fiction now 
being promoted on the hustings is that pub¬ 
lished by the Liberal party in its claim that 
Pierre Trudeau was a great prime minister 
and is the best and only choice for that office 
today. 

Facts do not bear this out. Indeed, even 
the most cursory glance at the Trudeau rec¬ 
ord is sufficient to show just how far this 
appeal to the voters is removed from the 
truth. 

In his eleven years as Canada’s prime 
minister here is a partial list of Mr. Trudeau’s 
accomplishments: 

He led Canada to near bankruptcy. • 

He cut back our NATO force to a point 
where we can no longer meet our commit- ’’ 
ments to our allies, and he reduced our armed 
forces to a point where we can no longer 
defend ourselves or police our own borders. 

He told the Soviet Union that the United 
States posed the greatest threat to our so¬ 
vereignty. 

He made political love to Castro when 
Cuban forces were invading Angola and So¬ 
malia. 

He encouraged American draft dodgers ' 
and deserters to come to Canada even though 
they were breaking the American law. 

He contributed more to the disunity of 
Canada than any other Canadian leader in the 
history of our country. 

He publicly proclaimed that he was a Que¬ 
becer first and a Canadian last. 

He promised (in 1974) to bring in a nation¬ 
al energy policy “aimed at self-sufficiency 
and prices below world prices” but did noth¬ 
ing about it other than change his policy to

Drugs and pursuit of Olympic Gold 


SARANAC LAKE, New York — The 
urine samples are brought here In a 
van with a driver and a companion — 
in effect, someone to ride shotgun, 
thus ensuring there is no tampering 
with the contents. The samples under¬ 
go a series of tests by laboratory 
technicians. Most of the work is done 
by computers — programmed to de¬ 
tect everything from an excessive use 
of nasal spray to an overdose of cold 
tablets or, more to the point, the taking 
of anabolic steroids. 

Drug testing, however, is not a 
popular activity among Olympic ath¬ 
letes, who are asked to provide urine 
samples for evaluations. Some consid¬ 
er it dehumanizing, and in the begin¬ 
ning, the bedside manner of medical 
personnel often was tactless. But the 
International Olympic Committee, 
alarmed by the steady rise in drug jjse, 
considered the practice necessary and 
formed a Medical Commission in 1967 
to oversee the program. 

Only seven years earlier, a cyclist 
died and two others were hospitalized 
in drug-related incidents at the 1960 
Games in Rome. 

Many more athletes were willing to 
take chances, however, to-win a gold 
medal. Stimulants made for better 
performances; stimulants hid fatigue. 
And many times, the physicians and

coaches assigned to the teams hid 
from the athletes the risks they were 
taking. 

The Medical Commission, envi¬ 
sioned as a deterrent to drug use, 
seems to be working. In the 1972 
Games at Munich, for example, 70 
urine samples produced positive re¬ 
sults. At the '76 Games in Montreal 
there were only 11 cases of Illegal 
drug use. Eight of them showed use of 
anabolic steroids; three disclosed the 
use of stimulants. 

The urine samples are taken at the 
end of each event from the medal win¬ 
ners and a fourth finisher selected at 
random. Each procedure must be wit¬ 
nessed by a third party who attests to 
the authenticity of the sample. Then 
they are brought here to the Olympic 
drugstore at the Hillside Hotel, which 
formerly was the Will Rogers Hospi¬ 
tal. Each sample is run through the 
computers twice. 

If it is found positive, the commis¬ 
sion chairman, Prince Alexandre de 
Merod of Belgium, is notified. The 



About referendum timing 
and changing Tory attitudes 



OTTAWA — The long- 
awaited referendum on so¬ 
vereignty-association will 
probably be 
held the first 
week in 
June. That’s 
the view ex¬ 
pressed by 
Gilbert Pa¬ 
quette, a 
Parti Quebe- 
cois back¬ 
bencher, on 
the CBC pro¬ 
gram Deci¬ 
sion. It was the most precise 
indication yet of when the 
vote will be taken. 

Hours earlier a senior 
Quebec businessman told me 
he expected it would be held 
in conjunction with the an¬ 
nual St. Jean Baptiste cele¬ 
bration. That would put it 
later in the month, closer to 
the June 24 holiday. 

The advantage of the Parti 
Quebecois linking the vote to 
St. Jean Baptiste is strik¬ 
ingly clear. It is the annual 
“high” for Quebec national¬ 
ists, when caution is thrown 
to the wind and patriotic exu¬ 
berance erupts like Vesu¬ 
vius. 

In 1968 it was the rough 
treatment afforded Pierre 
Trudeau by an unruly St. 
Jean Baptiste mob that 
helped solidify his hold on 
the hearts of English-speak¬ 
ing Canadians. His decision 
to sit tight, in the face of 
possible danger, won him 
tens of thousands of votes 
outside the province. Later 
the annual parade became so 
unpredictable that it was re¬ 
placed by smaller commu¬ 
nity-type festivities de¬ 
signed to put "fun" back into 
the celebration. 

The referendum, however, 
is not a fun exercise. It will 
be the most controversial, 
divisive and deadly-serious

operation Quebecers have 
gone through in decades. 
Rene Levesque knows that 
there is a lot of intellectual 
and “common sense” resis¬ 
tance to his sovereignty pro¬ 
posal.

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athlete, the country’s physician and 
chief of mission are questioned. If they 
appeal, a third test is performed be¬ 
fore the athlete is disqualified and 
stripped of a medal. 

Professor Arnold Beckett of the 
University of London oversees the pro¬ 
gram, which he has campaigned for 
since 1965 when he spoke at an inter¬ 
national meeting on narcotics use in 
sports. Beckett is especially con¬ 
cerned about the use of anabolic 
steroids. 

“In Montreal, for the first time on 
the international level we tested for 
the use of steroids,” he said. “If the 
steroids were injected, we can tell for 
months. If they took orally active 
steroids, they have to stop using them 
from one to three weeks before the 
Games to keep us from detecting 
them.” 

Anabolic steroids are modified 
male hormones, which athletes use for 
two purposes: They are an aid to 
artificial body building and they en¬ 
hance performance, making athletes 


more aggresssive. What concerns 
Beckett is that athletes now are having' 
the male hormone — testosterone — 
injected directly into the bloodstream. 
Urine samples are showing excessive 
amounts of the hormone, but because 
It is not a drug and because no guide¬ 
lines have been established, Beckett 
says it will be two years before the 
commission will be able to deal with 
the problem. 

Steroid use, Beckett says, Is the 
greatest offense, causing tumors, 
prostate problems, sterility and stunt¬ 
ing the growth of younger users. 
Stimulants, such as amphetamines, 
also are abused. 

Some of these amphetamines are 
found in common cold remedies. The 
commission has found that some ath¬ 
letes will take these remedies In large 
doses if any use is permitted. 

“The problem," he said, “is how to 
get beyond the athlete to the doctors 
and coaches. I blame them, not just 
the athlete. There are rogue elephants 
in each profession and some doctors 
who work for a team, they know their 
job is at stake. 

“I'm saddened that a commission 
such as this has to be formed, but if 
there was no attempt to control drug 
use, the Olympics would be a di¬ 
saster.”

Nuw 
she says that U.S. draft 
dodgers would not be high on 
her immigration priority 
list. 

At the other end of the 
spectrum something strange 
has happened to “tough guy" 
Sinclair Stevens. Last May 
his policy of cutting the civil 
service by 60,000 helped to 
defeat two of Clark’s favor¬ 
ites — Jean Pigott and Ro¬ 
bert de Cotret. Later, as sec¬ 
retary of the treasury board, 
he began to make good his 
promise and was dubbed 
“Slasher" Stevens. Now, 
however, he appears to have 
gone soft — temporarily at 
least. 

In a letter to Public Ser¬ 
vice Alliance President, 
Andy Stewart, Stevens of¬ 
fered to protect at least 318,- 
000 public service jobs under 
a strengthened "non-layoff” 
policy. He also indicated a 
willingness to discuss job se¬ 
curity as a negotiable item 
during a promised review of 
the Public Service Staff Re¬ 
lations Act. 

Sounds a lot like the NDP. 
No wonder the electorate is 
confused.

TdRONTO — During the 
Second World War and until 
1947-48, when the Leduc and 
Redwater 
discoveries 
were made, 

Canada im¬ 
ported most 
of its oil. 

After 1948, 

Canadian 
production 
increased 
until it was 
enough to

three western provinces. But 
while production continued 
to rise, there were no other 
markets for it. 

Oil from the Middle East 
and Venezuela could be de¬ 
livered to eastern Canada 
cheaper than oil from Alber¬ 
ta. So long as eastern Can¬ 
ada chose to buy from those 
sources, the United States 
saw no reason to cut back on 
its own production to make a 
market for Alberta. 

Eventually, a pipeline was 
built from Alberta to Samia 
to supply the Ontario mar¬ 
ket, but Quebec opposed its 
extension to Montreal be¬ 
cause gasoline from Cana¬ 
dian oil would have cost an¬ 
other 2 cents a gallon. 

In I960 the Ottawa River 
Valley was declared the cut¬ 
off line for Canadian oil. 
That was where the deliver¬ 
ed prices of Canadian and of 
imported oil were about the 
same. West of that line, Ca¬ 
nadian oil could be sold; east 
of it, oil would continue to be 
imported. 

After the OPEC price rise 
in 1973, Quebec pressed for a 
Sarnia-Montreal (ine to be 
built, provided Quebec didn't 
have to pay for it and provid¬ 
ed Quebec had the right not 
to buy the piped oil if OPEC 
prices fell. Three years 
later, the line was built. 

Both Ontario and Quebec,

through their provincial gov¬ 
ernments and through their 
federal MPs, insisted that 
Canadian oil must be avail¬ 
able to them at less than the 
world price. Not a word 
about special Canadian 
prices for Ontario’s and 
Quebec's gold, silver, cop¬ 
per, nickel or iron. Not a 
word about special Canadian 
prices for B.C. salmon or 
lumber. Just the oil. 

Ontario and Quebec are 
also the boneficUries of Can¬ 
ada's high tariffs on import¬ 
ed manufactured goods. The 
tariffs raise the prices of 
imports to where Canadian

products can comptHg, and 
other Canadians have been 
paying the inflated prices for 
decades “in the national in¬ 
terest”. 

But the same “national in¬ 
terest” doesn't apply in re¬ 
verse. Alberta gets less than 
the world price for its oil by 
about $10 a barrel. Ottawa 
taxes the under-priced Cana¬ 
dian oil that is exported to 
the United States and uses 
the tax revenue to cushion 
the price of oil imported to 
eastern Canada. But none of 
the tax goes to Alberta. 

In short, 2 million Cana¬ 
dians in Alberta are subsi¬ 
dizing — so far to the tune of 
more than $15 billion — 16 
million other Canadians in 
Ontario and Quebec. True, 
they are also subsidizing an¬ 
other 4.5 million Canadians 
in B.C. and the Atlantic prov¬ 
inces, but it's Ontario and 
Quebec — especially Quebec 
— where the votes are. 

The Trudeau govern¬ 
ment’s failure during 11 
years in office to develop an 
energy policy is understand¬ 
able. Its failure to proceed 
with an Arctic gas pipeline 
and the resultant northern 
development — the Berger 
Commission set this back 10 
years — is also understand¬ 
able. Like its refusal to face 
the fact of world prices, 
these apparent failures were 
translated into electoral suc¬ 
cesses. 

The Quebec base, sus¬ 
tained as always by forced 
subsidies from other parts of 
Canada, was kept secure. 
Taxes were kept down by 
tripling the public debt. Who 
cared — who cares — about 
the future? The game is to 
stay in power and now, hav¬ 
ing lost it for a month or so, 
to recapture it as soon as pos 
sible.

Homework Hotline

ORANGE, Calif. — Rrring! Rrring! 

"Hi." 

“Is this Homework Hotline?" 

“Yeah." 

“I’m working on a term paper on 
civil disobedience. I've done most of 
the research, but I need your help." 

“Do you know how you want to 
start?” 

“Well. . .no." 

“I have an idea. You could begin by 
defining civil disobedience, explaining 
what it is. Then tell how it first was 
used, probably by Mohandas Gandhi, 
and after you have the pages you need, 
conclude by telling how well it works.” 

It was about that simple. A straight¬ 
forward combination of good answers 
with unpolished eagerness. If I actual¬ 
ly had a term paper to write and wasn't 
just trying out the hotline, I might have 
used the advice. 

It's not yet in the Yellow Pages, but 
Homework Hotline is providing a way 
for as many as 25 junior and senior high 
school students a night to get one-to- 
one help on homework. 

From 5 to 9 each school night, two or 
three high school seniors — honor stu¬ 
dents — sit in the headquarters of Or¬ 
ange Unified School District answer¬ 
ing telephones and giving advice to 
fellow students on their homework. 

In its second month now. Homework 
Hotline is an idea spawned in the youth 
committee of the Orange Rotary Club. 

It first occurred to Jan Linthorst, a 
psychiatrist with a family counselling 


business and a Rotarian, after reading 
last summer about Dial-a-Teacher in 
Philadelphia, Pa., a federally funded 
panel of teachers who man telephones 
to give homework advice. 

Linthorst saw the idea as a way for 
the Rotary Club to “stimulate interest 
in homework and provide tutoring" for 
those who needed it. 

The superintendent of Orange Uni¬ 
fied School District, another member 
of the Rotary Club, co-ordinated the 
project with the school district, ar¬ 
ranging for the use of telephones in the 
district’s main office and recruiting 
support for the program In local 
schools. 

Linthorst, who is overseeing the op¬ 
eration, keeps a log of the calls made to 
the hotline. Most calls come from 
junior high students, he said, and the 
most frequent questions are on mathe¬ 
matics, although help on writing 
papers and things like map reading 
come up frequently. 

The student who answered my call 
has a grade point average between 3.9 
and 4.0 and plans to major in com¬ 
puter science and marketing next year 
in college. His high school principal 
had called him out of class earlier in 
the day to ask If he would be Interested 
in volunteering an evening as a hotline 
counsellor. 

“1 thought it sounded like fun," the 
student recalled, “and it’s a chance for 
me to get my own homework done ”

Electoral system discourages voting 


As election time draws 
near I am once again led to 
question our electoral sys¬ 
tem. 

First, let’s look at last 
year’s election results feder¬ 
ally. The Liberals had 4 per 
cent more of the popular 
vote than did the Conserva¬ 
tives, yet-ended up with 20 
fewer seats. It seems to me 
that more of the voters 
wanted a Liberal govern¬ 
ment, yet a Conservative 
government was formed. I 
assume that in the past this 
same system has benefitted 
both major parties in that 
they formed a majority gov¬ 
ernment with less than 50 per 
cent of the popular vote (I do 


not have the figures of past 
elections). 

Do people realize that it is 
theoretically possible, in a 
two-party race, for party A 
to win more than 50 per cent 
of the seats with only about 
28 per cent of the popular 
vote, while party B forms the 
opposition with about 72 per 
cent? Is this what we want? 

If 51 per cent of my neigh¬ 
bors in my riding vote for 
candidate (or party) A in the 
morning, you and I might as 
well stay home in the after¬ 
noon because it makes no 
difference who the hell we 
vote for. I am surprised that 
almost 80 per cent of the 
registered voters in the Vic-

NEW YORK (UPI) — Brit¬ 
ish Petroleum Co. Wednes¬ 
day said it had raised its 
North Sea crude oil prices by 
$4 to $33.75 a barrel in a move 
that is expected to be adopt¬ 
ed by other North Sea pro¬ 
ducers. 

Oil analysts have been 
predicting a $4-a barrel 
jump in North Sea oil since 
Nigeria, which produces a 
comparable high-quality 
crude, lifted its prices by $4 
to $34.21 a barrel on Feb. 4. 

The BP price increase took 
effect Feb. 8. It was the 
latest in a series of price 
moves that have, pushed 
world oil prices to an aver¬ 
age of $30 a barrel and re¬ 
sulted in wholesale in¬ 
creases of several cents a 
gallon in the prices charged 
by U.S. oil companies for 
gasoline and home healing 
oil. 

A spokesman for BP North

Reed meeting votes 
debenture buy-back 


TORONTO (CP) — A pro¬ 
posal by Reed Ltd. to buy 
back $115 million worth of 
debentures ahead of sched¬ 
ule without paying a penalty 
was approved Wednesday, 
despite strident objections 
by some debenture holders. 

The transaction will save 
Reed about $10 million, but 
some debenture holders said 
that it undermines the integ¬ 
rity of debentures as secure 
investments. 

Debentures are a type of 
debt financing, similar to 
bonds, but backed by the 
general credit of a corpora¬ 
tion rather than specific 
assets. 

Rped, a wholly-owned sub¬ 
sidiary of Reed Paper Ltd. of 
Toronto, issued four series 
of debentures in 1975 due to 
be repaid between 1984 and 
1996. The debentures carry 
interest rates ranging from 
8.75 per cent to 11.88 per 
cent.

On Dec. 13, Reed proposed 
that debenture holders 
waive any possible default 
and accept redemption of 
the debentures effective 
Feb 29. The holders would 
receive principal and ac¬ 
crued interest, but no pre¬ 
mium. 

The proposal was to be 
voted on at a meeting Jan. 14 
in Toronto, but the meeting 
was adjourned for lack of a 
quorum'of debenture 
holders. 

At the second meeting 
Wednesday, passage of the 
proposal required approval 
by two-thirds of the principal 
value of the debentures re¬ 
presented by those attend¬ 
ing. The vote was 93.3 per 
cent in favor. 

But several debenture 
holders denounced the pro¬ 
posal, before the vote, say¬ 
ing Reed's attempt to avoid 
paying the premium for 
early redemption was 
‘‘thoroughly unsonscion- 
able" and "robbery." 

Alexander Doulis of To¬ 
ronto, one of the objectors, 
said in an interview Reed's 
proposal was a "new gim 
miek” that could be used as a 
precedent for other com¬ 
panies to renege on their 
debenture commitments.

TORONTO — Shell Can 
ada Ltd. has come up with a 
solution for what to do with 
$300,000 in unclaimed re¬ 
bates that resulted from last 
December’s 18-cent excise 
tax on gasoline. Ten chil¬ 
dren's hospitals and pediat¬ 
ric wards across the country 
will be given amounts rang¬ 
ing between $3,000 and $100,- 
000 . 

The federal budget of last 
Dec. 12 imposed the tax but 
the fall of the government 
two days later repealed the 
amount. Refunds were made 


to those customers who had 
valid proof of purchase dur¬ 
ing the period in question 
and Shell said at the time 
that the unclaimed residue 
would be given to charity. 

CALGARY (CP) - The 
$700-million purchase of Kai¬ 
ser Resources Ltd. oil and 
gas assets by Dome Petro¬ 
leum Ltd. of Calgary Is prob¬ 
ably the largest cash trans¬ 
action ever in the Canadian 
private sector, says Kaiser 
spokesman John Hoegg.

He said Dome will spend 
more than $1 billion during 
1980 in capital and explora¬ 
tion expenditures, up from 
$700 million in 1979.

Trident adviser claims 
tariff worry overblown

Questions about the major market coun¬ 
try for the much-discussed Trigull am¬ 
phibian aircraft — if it ever goes into pro¬ 
duction— have been dismissed by an 
adviser to Trident Aircraft Ltd. 

An official of the aerospace division of 
the federal department of industry, trade 
and commerce, Robert Haack, was quoted 
in Monday magazine recently as stating 
that new tariff rules agreed upon last year 
were a major factor in helping his depart¬ 
ment decide to cease funding the Trigull 
startup. The factory closed early in Janu¬ 
ary due to lack of cash. , ^ 

Howeyer, David McNaughton, Ottiwa, a 
tariff consultant who has been used by 
Trident at various times in the past two 
years, said In a telephone interview Wed¬ 
nesday that it would “only be a possibility, 
not a probability" that the new rules would 
affect Trident’s plans. 

Trident forsees that out of 120 planes 
that it hopes to manufacture on an annual 
basis, 108 would be sold in the U.S. 

Under the Tokyo Agreement reached 
last year, the sale of aircraft to another 
country could be halted if it were felt that 
the industry of the importing country were 
adversely affected. 

According to McNaughton, the U.S. gov¬ 
ernment took that rule one step further. 


Under an act of Congress last July, the 
objection of a group of individuals such as 
a union, a city council or other group of 
employees, subject to a hearing, could 
halt such imports. 

“This was really brought in to fight off 
such major projects as the European 
Airbus, not small projects like the Trigull. 
Why, if their (Trident’s) fondest wishes 
came true, they’d be selling only one-third 
of 1 per cent of all the light planes sold 
each year in the United States," 
McNaughton said. 

“But I object to somebody in govern¬ 
ment even raising the possibility of a 
countcr-vail problem until it comes up," he 
said. 

“In Trident’s case, a demonstrated in¬ 
jury would be damned near impossible to 
prove. They’d be filling a market hole with 
an entirely different plane, the kind that 
nobody Is building,” McNaughton contin¬ 
ued. 

“In my own view, it’s a non-issue,” he 
said, adding that one of the ironies of the 
situation is that if the plane is the commer¬ 
cial success that its backers hope it will 
be, government assistance would no longer 
be required. 

As matters now stand, federal and pro¬ 
vincial agencies have provided more than 
75% of Trigull’s backing in the first 10 
years of its development.

“They're the word of God, 
they’re holy and they're irre¬ 
placeable," said Rabbi Saul 
Hyman. 

Fire investigators said a 
"series of small fires were 
deliberately set throughout 
the area of the sanctuary.” 


Fire department officials 
said the building was ap¬ 
parently broken into some¬ 
time before the alarm was 
raised. 

A firefighter found two 
charred Torah scrolls in the 
building's lower chapel and 
gently carried the remains 
to the anxiously-waiting 
rabbi. 

No injuries were reported 
and no arrests have been 
made.

Aim to be national , 
Trudeau tells Grits 


VANCOUVER (CP) — Pierre Trudeau 
reminded voters Wednesday he is only 
temporary Liberal leader and expressed 
the hope that his successor can make the 
party truly national. 

Addressing about 1,000 people who 
packed a hotel ballroom, Trudeau told 
British Columbians, who have frequent¬ 
ly rejected him at the polls, that if he were 
elected Feb. 18 he will resign in two to four 
years. 

He added that Liberals could then 
choose a leader with a better chance to 
make the party truly national. 

“In the time that I’ve been prime minis¬ 
ter one of my great disappointments is 
that we never were able to make sure that 
our party was truly national in the sense 
that it had great'support in every part of 
.the country," said Trudeau, whose Liberal 
governments received little support in the 
West. 

But the party could become national 
again, Trudeau said as he urged every 
region of the country to send leadership 
candidates to the convention that would re¬ 
place him. 

“I’ve already announced my retire¬ 
ment; I won't be here for the next general 
election,” he said to the hushed crowd. 

“I won’t be here but what we want when 
the next leader is chosen for this party is 
that delegates have a chance to choose 
parliamentarians... from every corner of 
the country.” 


A man shouted: “We need you for a long 
time yet.” 

Trudeau stopped, smiled and replied: 
“Maybe in a few years to come, I can help 
you as an elder statesman.” The crowd 
applauded. 

Trudeau announced his resignation in 
November. He reversed that after the elec¬ 
tion was called in December. But he made 
clear that this would be his last cam¬ 
paign. 

He has said there are a number of 
things he would want to do before stepping 
down as prime minister, including 
strengthening Petro-Canada, changing the 
country’s economic priorities, improving 
Canada’s image abroad. He has said he 
would stay until after the Quebec elec¬ 
tion. 

Trudeau was speaking in the riding of 
Vancouver Centre which was the only 
seat won by the Liberals west of Manitoba 
in the May 22 election. 

That Liberal, Art Phillips, has a tough 
fight on his hands. The Liberals say they 
expect to win at least two seats in the 
province. 

Trudeau’s speech was similar to what 
has been labelled his farewell speech to 
Quebecers Monday night in Levis. 

He presented his vision of Canada — a 
nation helping the disadvantaged both at 
home and abroad. 

The Conservatives were more interest¬ 
ed in helping only select groups, he said.

‘Nothing selfish’ 
about fuel chop 


HAMILTON (CP) — 
Accusing Liberals and 
Progressive Conserva¬ 
tives of squandering the 
country’s energy sup¬ 
plies, New Democratic 
Party Leader Ed Broad- 
bent said Wednesday it 
would not be selfish to cut 
off oil and gas exports. 

In a speech to a Mohawk 
College auditorium full of 
students, the NDP leader 
drew applause when he said 
Canada's oil and natural gas 
should be kept in the country 
— a policy he said clearly 
distinguishes the NDP from 
the other two major parties 
in the election campaign. 

BUT HE appeared irritat¬ 
ed when a student labelled 
the NDP policy selfish and 
said Canada would be in 
trouble if it ran out of oil and 
gas and could not get sup¬ 
plies from foreigners. 

“I'm not talking about the 
curtailing of trade between 
nations,” Broadbent said. 

He said he was talking of 
the fact that Canada had to 
import hundreds of millions 
of dollars worth of energy 
because of shortsighted ex¬ 
port policies of the Liberals 
and the Conservatives in the 
1970s. 

CANADIANS WERE not 
being selfish if they kept 
their own gas and oil to heat 
their homes and "drive" 
their factories. 

In the speech he accused 


Liberal Leader Pierre Tru¬ 
deau's government of ex¬ 
porting so much oil in the 
early 1970s that Canada had 
to start importing oil. It had 
cost the country $10 billion. 

Prime Minister Clark's 
government in December 
authorized the export of 
enough gas to heat one mil¬ 
lion Canadian homes for 25 
years, he said. This was on 
top of exports approved by 
Trudeau’s government that 
could have heated two mil¬ 
lion homes for 25 years. 

THE NDP advocated the 
storing of the country’s sur¬ 
plus energy for future use. 

Broadbent said the second 
key position in the NDP en¬ 
ergy policy is its belief that 
Petro-Canada should be 100- 
per-cent government owned 
and should take over de¬ 
velopment of the oil sands in 
Alberta. 

As he has throughout the 
campaign, Broadbent re¬ 
fused to say how much oil 
prices would rise if the NDP 
were in power but he added 
that “anyone's dreaming if 
he thinks it’s not going to go 
up.” 

HE SAID THE NDP op 
posed the $1 a barrel Mice 
increase in oil plannedmy the 
Liberal and implemented by 
theToriesinJanuary.lt par¬ 
ticularly opposed this be¬ 
cause 45 cents of every dol¬ 
lar went to multinational oil 
companies. 

An NDP government 
would set up an oil prices 


comission in March. By June 
the commission would rec¬ 
ommend how high the price 
would rise and how the reve¬ 
nue should be split among 
the companies, the federal 
government and the produc¬ 
ing provinces. 

IN THE SPEECH, he ap¬ 
pealed to first-time voters to 
support the NDP because of 
its policies on energy, 
strengthened medicare and 
taxation that would take less 
money from the poor and 
more from the rich. 

One broadcasting student 
wondered if the NDP would 
nationalize the news media. 
“No," Broadbent replied. 

Later he joined Hamilton 
Mountain candidate Ian 
Deans, a former NDP mem¬ 
ber of the Ontario legisla¬ 
ture, in canvassing door to 
door In a suburban neighbor¬ 
hood. 

Everyone who came to 
their doors expressed sup¬ 
port and nobody asked any 
questions.

Socred's death 
delays election 

QUEBEC (CP) — The death of Social Credit candi¬ 
date Nelson Lessard has forced a delay until March 21 
in voting for the federal election in Frontenac riding. 

Lessard, 43, died “very suddenly” late Tuesday night 
during a meeting at Socred riding headquarters in Thetford 
Mines, 75 kilometres south of Quebec City, a party official 
said today. 

The apparent cause was heart failure, but this has not 
yet been confirmed by doctors, said riding association 
president Real Blais. 

"It was a shock for all the organizers in Frontenac, as 
well as for all the members of the Social Credit party," 
Blais said. 

In Ottawa, a spokesman for Chief Electoral Officer 
Jean-Marc Hamel said the death meant that voters in Fron- 
lenac would not go to the polls Monday with the rest of 
the country. 

Hamel's spokesman said the new date for the close of 
nominations would be March 10, and the new election date 
would be March 24. The election will be officially pro- 
clamed on or shortly after Feb. 18 polling day, the 
spokesman said. 

Lessard, 43, was running for the second time. He pre¬ 
viously lost by a narrow margin to a Liberal rival in 
1972. President of the riding association from 1970 to 1978, 
he was considered a key Socred organizer in Fronten¬ 
ac. Blais said.

Area housing makes 
a gradual recovery 


Housing starts in Greater 
Victoria last year totalled 
1.673, a drop of almost 11 per 
cent over the 1978 figure, 
according to statistics re¬ 
leased by Central Mortgage 
and Housing Corporation. 

Most of the decline oc¬ 
curred in the first half of the 
year and there were signs of 
a recovery in the last six 
months. 

Between July and Decem¬ 
ber the starts equalled or 
surpassed 1978 levels in five 
of the six months. 

For the full year, however, 
the performance was below 
1978 levels except for single 
family homes. 

The 1979 starts included 
235 apartment units, down 
from 616; 34 row houses, 
down from 49 and 46 duplex 
units, down from 160. 

There were 1,358 single 
family homes started during 
the year, up from 1,189.

Victoria election meet 
nearly unmanageable

Toward the end, someone 
stood up and said war would 
probably break out this sum¬ 
mer. 

He didn’t really surprise 
anyone. 

THERE WAS no element 
of surprise left Wednesday 
night for those who had with¬ 
stood almost two hours of a 
Victoria riding all-candi¬ 
dates meeting that featured 
incoherent hecklers and 
political squabbling over 
topics that ranged around 
the world. 

At one point, someone in 
the audience tried to get 
down to the nitty-gritty of 
local issues, something that 
usually holds the spotlight 
when Fairfield is the stage 
for political meetings. 

He had only limited suc¬ 
cess. 

Somehow, the issues tied 
to next Monday’s federal 
election moved out of the 
neighborhood, crossed the 
country, went to Vietnam. 
Cambodia, Chile, Britain, 
Switzerland and Sweden. 

TO SOME, the discussion 
of war didn't seem out of 
place, considering that this 
meeting sponsored by the 
Fairfield Community Asso¬ 
ciation appeared in the early 



stages to be risking hostili¬ 
ties of its own. 

Hecklers—some of them 
standing in front of Conser¬ 
vative signs—hurled so 
much abuse at NDP candi¬ 
date Robin Blencoe that 
Blencoe stopped on one oc¬ 
casion to call them "rude.” 

There were some angry 
glances from Blencoe sup¬ 
porters and warnings to be 
quiet. Aiming their remarks 
mostly at two men at the 
back of the Fairfield Church 
hall, they reminded them the 
NDP brigade had remained 
silent while Conservative 
candidate Allan McKinnon 
was speaking. 

THIS WAS basically true, 
except for the impolite 
laughter that greeted 
McKinnon’s reminder that 
under the Conservative plan 
for crown-owned PetroCan- 
ada, everyone would get five 
free shares of the company. 
Later, the Tory defence min- 
ister—like other candi¬ 
dates—had to deal with de¬ 
tractors. 

Only Parti Rhinoceros 
candidate Kirk Higgins 
failed to show. The other 
four had these things to say 
about these topics: 

Blencoe, on national cam¬ 


paign advertising: "The low 
point of the campaign has 
been the Conservative and 
Liberal ads. The plain and 
simple fact is that these ads 
arc trash.” 

Liberal Bruce Corbett, 24 
and untested, on why people 
should support him: "I don’t 
have a record of prestigous 
accomplishments. But then, 
I’m not burned out from 
compiling these prestigious 
accomplishments." 

Marjiist-Leninist Dorothy 
Ratzlaff, on fascism in 
Chile: "It is the true face of 
capitalism." 

McKINNON, when asked 
why the Conservative gov¬ 
ernment had backed away 
from its plan to bring in one 
family of Vietnamese boat 
people for every family 
brought in by church groups 
and other organizations: 
"They (cabinet) thought it 
would be acceptable to use 
some of that money to keep 
the kids in Cambodia from 
starving to death." 

McKinnon, to the question 
of why the government had 
given a Japanese firm the 
job of building a floating 
drydock for Burrard Inlet: 
"The Canadian bids were $29 
million higher. A govern¬ 


ment can't pay unlimited 
amounts of money to Cana¬ 
dian companies if they can't 
come close to competing 
w ith foreign companies. " 

Blencoe, in reply: McKin¬ 
non’s answer was an illus¬ 
tration of why nothing had 
been done by the short lived 
Conservative government to 
deal with unemployment. 

A SERIOUS young man’s 
question about the plight of 
refugees and imprisoned 
people in Chile spurred some 
of the most serious discus¬ 
sion of the evening. 

McKinnon said he hoped to 
have the opportunity to go to 
Chile and see for himself just 
what the situation was. He 
said journalists seemed di¬ 
vided on whether horror con- 
ditions remained in that 
country, or whether the situ¬ 
ation had improved. He felt 
the truth" might lie some¬ 
where between. 

--,He had no hard answer for 
Canadian dealings with the 
Chilean regime and the 
plight of political refugees. 

Corbett said the govern¬ 
ment should take a hard look 
at what is happening and 
take a responsible stance. 

Blencoe said the atrocities 
had been well documented 
and that he felt the day 
would come when Canada 
would have to cut off all 
business with countries be¬ 
having like Chile. 


Sign vandals hit 
peninsula riding 

Election-sign vandalism seems to be at a new high in 
Esquimalt-Saanich. a leading New Democratic Party orga¬ 
nizer said Tuesday night. 

Peggy Mika, campaign chairman for NDP candidate 
Robert Cameron, said, however, she did not believe the 
vandalism was politically motivated. 

Charges have been laid in recent previous campaigns 
that supporters of opposing parties were striking down 
signs in the middle of the night. 

Mrs. Mika said among signs felled were two four by 
eight foot NDP signs on property owned by Saanich 
Aid. Geoffrey Vantrcight alongside the Pat Bay high¬ 
way. 

"Signs put up by Conservative candidate Donald Munro 
have also been hit." she said. 

Mrs. Mika said another instance of vandalism oc¬ 
curred in Sidney, where an NDP campaign office's glass 
front door was smashed in. apparently by someone wielding 
a two-by-four. 

"Nothing was taken in the break-in. although there was 
a coffee pot and some loose change in the building."

Saanich Aid. Irene Block 
said Wednesday she will re¬ 
fuse to give unanimous con¬ 
sent in future to allow coun¬ 
cil or committee meetings to 
continue after 10:30 p.m. 

Under Saanich's proce¬ 
dural bylaw, a unanimous 
vote is needed for meetings 
to continue after 11 p.m. 

But Block said in an inter¬ 
view that she would sposnor 
a motion next Monday ad¬ 
vancing the cutoff time by 
30 minutes. 

"I’m just too tired to make 
rational decisions so late in 
•the evening,” she said. 

Block said her action was 
prompted by recent council 
and committee meetings 
which have lasted until the 
"wee hours." 

The motion will come dur¬ 


ing debate on an amend¬ 
ment to the procedure bylaw 
which would see a two- 
month trial of a council- 
committee system. 

The proposed streamlin 
ing would see a council 
meeting every Monday fol¬ 
lowed by committee meet¬ 
ings. 

In a report to be consider¬ 
ed by aldermen, municipal 
solicitor Christopher Nation 
recommends the meeting be 
divided into two sessions but 
the entire meeting be held as 
a council meeting. 

Whatever procedure is 
adopted, Block said she 
wants a week allotted for 
"mature consideration” of 
any matters raised in the 
committee section of the 
meetings. ' 


Defence spending must be 
increased If Canada and its 
North American Treaty Or¬ 
ganization allies are to close 
the gap that has opened for 
the Soviet leaders, a Victoria 
audience was told Wednes¬ 
day. 

“We’ve been slack keeping 
our guard up and the balance 
of power has moved against 
us,” retired Capt. Bernard 
Thillaye told the Vancouver 
Island chapter of the Royal 
United Services Institute. 

It was time to redress the 
balance by spending more 
money on new equipment, he 
said. 

The next few years would 
be dangerous because of 
mounting pressures in the 
Soviet Union, he predicted. 

“If the country’s leaders 
decide to use armed force, it 
seems to me the most signifi¬ 
cant time would be in the 
next two or three years—be¬ 
fore Canada has new fighter 
aircraft and ships.” 

Thillaye, who serves in a 
civilian capacity with the de¬ 
fence department as direc¬ 
tor of strategic policy plan¬ 
ning. said Soviet leaders 
were facing increasing diffi¬ 
culties. 

An already desperate 
wheat situation would be 
made worse by the U.S. em¬ 
bargo on wheat sales, and 
industrial productivity had 
been decreasing for years. 

Adding to this dilemma 
was an anticipated change in 
the leadership. 

One area where Russia 
was not facing problems was 
in defence. The Soviet mili¬ 
tary build-up started soon 


and had continued unabated. 

Thillaye said while this 
was happening. Canada and 
its allies were “under an 
illusion of detente." 

Many Western nations 
were doing less than before 
in adding military equip 
ment to their arsenal "and 
things came home to roost 
with the Afghanistan inva¬ 
sion.” 

The invasion was an im¬ 
pressive display of military 
might, he said. 

Since 1968, Russia had 
been trying to play catch up 
with the U.S. in the rocket 
field and had achieved nu- 
clear equivalency. 

"In fact, in some respects, 
Russia is now ahead of the 
U.S.’.’ 

But he doubled this would 
induce the Soviet Union to 
"go for the cosmic throw of 
the dice." 

Thillaye said he did not 
believe the Russian invasion 
of Afghanistan was a calcu¬ 
lated move to control the 
oil-rich Persian Gulf, but 
added that two-thirds of oil 
reserves were in the un 
stable Middle East coun¬ 
tries. 

He did not see Afghanistan 
prompting a Third World 
War "unless the Soviets in¬ 
vade Pakistan or Iran." 

And the present climate in 
Iran ruled out any possibility 
of the Soviet Union invading 
that country, he added 

However, paying the in 
creasing oil bill would test 
the financial capability of 
some NATO countries, not¬ 
ably Turkey, he said.

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Don’t go to Moscow , Clark warns Canadian Olympic body 


HAMILTON (UPC) — Prime Minister Joe Clark 
(gamed the Canadian Olympic Association Wednes- 
<j£y that his government will withdraw its federal 
$ppport if the COA sends a team to the summer 
t^ympics in Moscow. 

»Clark was reacting to Tuesday’s International 
Olympic Committee decision in Lake Placid, N.Y., to 
lSt> ahead with the Moscow Games in July as 
planned. 

•Canada’s two representatives on the committee, 
Sick Pound of Montreal and Jim Worrall of Toronto, 
\^ted in favor, while Worrall was one of three men 
'{ho prepared the statement read by IOC President 
IJbrd Killanin in which he blasted international politi¬ 



cians for attempting to interfere in Olympic mat¬ 
ters. 

“Our position will be to persuade the COA to boycott 
the Games, or we will withhold financial support from 
the COA,” Clark said. 

The Prime Minister said the government would not 
withhold passports or bar Canadians from traveling 
to the Soviet Union should the COA decide to accept 
Moscow’s invitation — the deadline is May 24. 

“If the Soviet troops remain in Afghanistan, I will 
urge a boycott of the games,” Clark told his television 
audience. 

“I regret the IOC decision. I think the decision is 
wrong,” Clark said.

NONE OF SFU’S athletes gets as much as the $1,000 
sfipend now going to students at UVic, UBC and SFU who 
cbm pete on intercollegiate teams. The most they get on the 
mountain of mists, or so goes the official line, is $300 per 
semester, to a maximum of $600 a year. 

But whether SFU will enter the CIAU — and the Canada 
West conference — is something else. 

So, for competition-starved fans hoping for at least one 
quality team to regularly challenge the impregnable Vik¬ 
ings, the news isn’t good. 

• "We are reviewing our program," confirmed SFU 
ajhletic director Lome Davies, post-McGeer. “It’s not likely 
we’ll continue our award system. The funds will probably go 
elsewhere, into other programs, not necessarily athletics.” 

“1 guess this could pave the way into the CIAU, 
although I’m not sure what its reaction to the B. C. scheme 
will be.” 

• EARLY INDICATIONS were that the CIAU would 
approve the scheme as a third-party plan, although president 
Ud Zemrau is zigzagging across the U. S. this week and 
cibuidn’t be contacted. 

“In any case, we’d have to think long and hard about 
entering Canada West. With travel costs what they are, 
We’re-better off staying where we are.” 

SFU plays basketball in the NAIA’s Evergreen Division, 
against good-calibre U. S. competition. Once in a while — all 
too rarely — the Clan comes to UVic for exhibitions. They 
"haven't won here yet. But it’s always close, competitive 
basketball. 

The Clan reasons it can get quality competition in the 
nrar Northwest, not bothering with distant outposts like 
the Universities of Calgary, Saskatoon, Alberta and Leth- 
tyndge.

* AN IDEAL CONFERENCE, financially and artistically, 
would feature more games involving the three B. C. teams, 
capitalizing on the natural rivalry. 

Maybe that makes too much sense. 

Mind you, UBC has one of the better Canada West teams 
this year. But they won't win here Feb. 22-23, their first, last 
and only league appearances at McKinnon Gym this sea- 
sgn. 

- Presumably, the scheme will soon improve the UBC 
programs, although SFU could suffer because of what 
Davies terms the “equalizer" factor. With UBC's wider 
rpnge of academic programs, athletes who formerly chose 
SFU — for the money — might now head for Point Grey 
instead.

Clark challenged the IOC’s position that sport and 
politics don’t mix. “I think there is a clear linkage 
between the state and sport in the Soviet Union ... the 
Soviets are using the Games for political purposes.” 

The Canadian government followed the lead of U.S. 
President Jimmy Carter and gave Moscow until Feb. 
20 to pull its troops out of Afghanistan. Asked if he 
would extend the deadline, Clark said, “we’ll see what 
happens, they have till the 20th.” 

Returning to the attack, Clark said, "Canada 
shouldn't be sitting at the back of the hall. Canada is 
not neutral in the conflict of values. “We believe 
nations who believe in freedom should react in con¬ 
cert.” 

Canada’s Olympic prospects are generally split on 


whether to travel to Moscow or not, Dut most have 
said they'll abide by the government’s decision. 

About 30 nations have indicated they’ll answer the 
boycott bell first sounded by Carter. 

Meanwhile in Ottawa, External Affairs Minister 
Flora MacDonald said “the IOC’s decision was fairly 
predictable” but the Conservatives remained com¬ 
mitted to a boycott. 

The Olympics must be boycotted in an attempt “to 
curtail the Soviets from going any further...so it will 
not be a question of war,” she said during a question- 
and-answer session at Carleton University. 

Soviet aggression must be stopped now because 
“there are not going to be any winner or losers” in the 
kind of full-scale war that might result.

The Australian and United States governments 
have discussed setting up international games to 
rival the Moscow Summer Olympics, Australian 
Prime Minister Malcolm Fraser said Wednesday. 

Fraser, responding to a White House call tor 
American athletes to stay away from Moscow, said 
he believes there is a “good deal of support” for 
alternative games. 

The International Olympic Committee Tuesday 
night rejected President Carter's call to move the 
Games from Moscow because of Soviet mili¬ 
tary action in Afghanistan. 

A statement issued by White House press secre¬ 
tary Jody Powell said, “The president urges the 
U.S. Olympic Committee to reach a prompt decision 
against sending teams to the Games." 


Dazzling Olympic opening 
takes emphasis off politics 


LAKE PLACID, N.Y. 
(UPI) — The 1980 Winter 
Olympics opened Wednes¬ 
day in a dazzling display of 
color, pomp and hot air bal¬ 
loons that temporarily 
shunted aside the political 
pallor enveloping the games 
as never before. 

Opening ceremonies em¬ 
phasizing the Olympian tra¬ 
dition of international broth¬ 
erhood were conducted

against a purple mountain 
backdrop in this Adirondack 
village which last hosted the 
games in 1932. 

The multicolored uni¬ 
forms of 1,200 athletes from 
37 countries glittered irf 
parade and added to the vi¬ 
sual extravaganza for 23,000 
spectators who braved 27- 
degree weather in an out¬ 



door stadium normally used 
for horseshows. 

Vice President Walter 
Mondale officially pro¬ 
claimed the games open at 
amid a shower of flowers, 
the launching of hot air bal¬ 
loons and skywriting ex¬ 
ploits ranging from Valen- 
tine greetings to 
declarations such as “I love 
New York.” 

“On behalf of the presi¬ 
dent of the United States and 
the American people, I am 
pleased to declare the offi¬ 
cial opening of the nth Win¬ 
ter Olympics held this year 
at Lake Placid,” he said. 

For one day, at least, the 
political problems which 
have plagued the Olympic 
movement since the Soviet 
Union's military interven¬ 
tion in Afghanistan on 
Christmas Day were shunted 
aside. 

To protest the invasion, 
the United States has called 
for a mass boycott of the 
summer Olympics to be held 
in Moscow just five months 
from now. The International 
Olympic Committee decided 
Tuesday that the Moscow 
games will be held no matter 
how few nations attend. 

The Olympics received an¬ 
other political wound as the 


The warmest reception

— largest in the field with 124 
men and women athletes — 
which entered the stadium 
last, dressed in sheepskin 
jackets, cowboy hats and 
blue jeans. Figure skater 
Scott Hamilton of Rosemont, 
Pa. carried the flag for the 
U.S. delegation. 

New York Governor Hugh 
Carey delivered the official 
welcome speech and asked 
that those visitors to the 
ceremonies “take home a 
light from the Olympic 
flame to dispel the hatred 
which invades the human 
race.”

persons, including some ath¬ 
letes, either walked or hitch¬ 
hiked the 1 1-2 miles back 
into the village.

“We can't find 
shuttle buses, and we can't 
find anyone who knows any¬ 
thing." 


She said she is staying in 
Montreal, and only got to the 
ceremonies in time by walk¬ 
ing from her shuttle bus, 
which was late. 

"The public paid top dollar 
for this — they’ve been 
taken," she said. 

With strict traffic controls 
in effect, and only limited 
buses available, many spec¬ 
tators simply walked to the 
ceremonies.

Often horses are claimed several times in one 
racing season, and at present are taxed on each 
' sale. 

Also under review was Sunday racing, currently 
banned by the Muncipal Act and the Vancouver city 
charter, the length of racing seasons and the setting 
‘ of racing dates, and methods of subsidizing owners 
and breeders to ifnprove their stock.

Nancy relates to Chris’ feeling 


NEW YORK (AP) — Nancy Lopez Melton isn't 
ready to hang up her golf clubs just yet, but says she 
can relate to the burned-out feeling that has sent 
Chris Evert Lloyd Into her voluntary exile from 
tennis. 

“I can see why she’s doing what she’s doing now," 
Melton said Wednesday after picking up a $10,000 
check as the Woman Athlete of the World for 1979. 
“The time has come where she feels she doesn't 
have that something extra to'go out there.” 

Melton and Lloyd followed similar paths to the top 
of their respective sports. Both achieved incredible 
success early in their careers, Lloyd bursting onto 
the national scene as a 16-year-old at the 1971 U.S. 
Open. Her career boomed from there. 

Melton, 23, won an amazing five consecutive 
tournaments during her 1978 rookie year. In 1979, 
she exceeded her '78 output with nine victories and 
set a new women’s record with $197,489 in purses. 


Last year, both were married — Melton to sport- 
scaster Tim Melton and the 25-year-old Lloyd to 
tennis pro John Lloyd. Both have lamented about 
the strains being a professional athlete put on their 
marriage. Lloyd did something about it last month, 
taking an indefinite leave from the tour after 
claiming she has lost her intensity. 

“The difference is Chris has won everything she 
could win, the feeling wasn’t there anymore," 
Melton said. “For me, It’s not that way yet. I still 
have a lot I want to accomplish. 

Melton met Lloyd just once, after Chris lost a 
match to Tracy Austin last month in Cincinnati. She 
wanted to sit down and talk, compare notes, hoping 
to benefit from Lloyd’s experience 
“We really didn’t have a chance to say more than 
hello. It would have been really nice to be able to talk. 
with her, I’ve admired Chris for a long time," 
Melton said.

-Jockey pleads guilty 

HARRISBURG (AP) — A jockey on trial In the 
Pocono Downs race fixing case pleaded guilty 
Wednesday, leaving a dozen defendants still on 
trial.

Hans Rinn, the gold medal¬ 
ist in doubles in 1976, was 
sixth in 43.80. 

Besides Brunner, the 1,- 
OOO-metre course took a toll 
of two other men, virtually 
wiping out the Swiss team, 
when both Markus Kaegi and 
Ueli Schenkel fell in the fin¬ 
ish curve. Kaegi finished 
with a poor time of 54.22, 
while Schenkel was disquali¬ 
fied. 

In practice Monday, an¬ 
other Swiss luger, Reto Filli, 
broke his leg in the horse¬ 
shoe-shaped Omega curve. 

National U.S. champion 
Jeff Tucker of Westport, 
Conn., posted the Jpp finish 
for an American, with a 45.16 
run, good for 17th place. 

And, Vera Zozulya of the 
Soviet Union, running 19th in 
a field of 26 women, led from 
the top of the run in her bid to 
turn the tables on Melitta 
Sollman of East Germany in 
women's luge competition.

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Flyer draws added fine

MONTREAL (CP) — Defenceman Behn 
Wilson of Philadelphia Flyers has been 
fined $500 in addition to the automatic 
three-game suspension and $200 in fines 
he received as a result of an incident 
during a National Hockey League game 
against Los Angeles Kings on Feb. 10. 

Brian O’Neill, executive vice-president 
of the NHL, levied (he additional fine 
Wednesday after a hearing in Toronto to 
review the game in which Wilson was 
assessed two game misconduct penalties. 

The game misconducts were the third 
and fourth handed out to Wilson this 
season. League rules call for a one game 
suspension after a player receives three 
game misconduct penalties, with an addi¬ 
tional game assessed for each subsequent 
game misconduct. 

Since Wilson drew two game misconduct 
infractions in the same game, he was 
assessed the three-game suspension. Each 
game misconduct also carries a $100 fine. 


Attending the meeting were Wilson, 
Flyers general manager Keith Allen, garm^ 
referee Wally Harris, linesman Kevin CoP^ 
lins, NHL referee-in- chief Scotty Morri¬ 
son and supervisor of officials Frank Ud- 
vari. 

Written reports, oral testimony and 
video tapes showed that Wilson attempt¬ 
ed to continue an altercation with Berte 
Wilson of Los Angeles, and that he used ex¬ 
cessive force to try to free himself from 
Collins. He was assessed the separate 
game misconduct penalties for attempting 
to continue an altercation and for resisting 
the linesman. 

In his defence, Wilson admitted he used 
excessive force to try to get away from 
Collins, but at no time did he take direct 
action against the official. 

O’Neill said that any similar conduct in 
the future would be dealt with more 
severely.

Budget edges out last year’s vote issues 


Victoria candidates face new challenges in seeking public support

Only eight months have passed since the last election, 
but the candidates in the Feb. 18 showdown are facing totally 
new challenges. 

The Tories, who we-» on the attack last time, have been 
forced Into the trenches. The task of having to defend 200 
days of government, during which Parliament sat actually 
little more than a month, is making life miserable for 
Progressive-Conservative candidates everywhere. 

Last May, there were Issues in abundance. The grab bag 
included unemployment, inflation, an ailing economy. Cana¬ 
dian unity, the sliding dollar, capital punishment, labor 
unrest and a nearly universal dislike for Pierre Tru¬ 
deau. 

Although none of these problems has been resolved, few 
of them surfaced during this campaign. 

THE BUDGET, which supposedly triggered the fall of 
the government, has provided the campaign fodder to the 
exclusion of most other issues. 

The Liberals have concentrated on attacking the budget 
and Joe Clark's leadership ability. The Tories have defended 
both, and the New Democratic Party has had difficulty 
introducing other issues, such as PetroCan. 

In Victoria riding, there have been attempts to bring 
other issues to the fore, such as oil tanker traffic on the West 
Coast, but it’s doubtful whether the candidates got the 
message across to the voters. 

Five candidates are in the race in Victoria. The Progres¬ 
sive-Conservatives have the champion—Allan McKinnon. 

Veteran politician, 63 years old, defence minister In 
Clark’s government, well-liked and having at his disposal a 
large margin secured in the last election, McKinnon remains 
the favorite in the race. 

THE LIBERALS WERE hard-pressed to find a candi¬ 
date. Robert Monaghan, who represented them last time, 
wouldn’t run again. 

That brought Bruce Corbett, a 24-year-old unemployed, 
university-educated party worker, on the scene. 

With nobody else in sight to fight what seemed likely to 
be a losing battle, Corbett decided this was a chance to get his 
feet wet. 

The NDP chose Robin Blencoe, a 32-year-old, aggres¬ 
sive, innovative idealist who has made a name for himself in 
local politics. 

A graduate of the University of British Columbia. 
Blencoe says his outlook on life was changed when he spent 
some summers working in mines. 

THE MARXIST-LENINIST Party is once again repre¬ 
sented by Dorothy Ratzlaff. She is 32, and says she became 
interested in politics during the turbulent 1960s, when 
anti-Vietnam war feelings ran high. 

The slate is rounded out by Kirk Higgins, candidate for 
the Rhinos, whose platform, for reasons of mercy to himself 
and the voters, will not be included in this piece. 

Alkcandidates arc conducting their campaigns with their 
eyes firmly fixed on the results of last May’s election: 
McKinnon (PC) 27,988, Gretchen Brewin (NDP) 15,344; 
Monaghan (L) 7,761; Ratzlaff (Marx-Len) 89. 

Despite the impressive victory last May, McKinnon 
says, ‘‘I'm a little nervous. I'm always a little nervous.” 


WHAT MAKES HIM nervous is the slow but steady 
change the area has undergone. Provincially, Victoria’s two 
seats have gone to the NDP and both MLAs, Charles Barber 
and Gordon Hanson, are out in full force campaigning for 
Blencoe. 

He’s also nervous and angry over the opposition parties' 
obvious attempts to destroy the image of the prime minis¬ 
ter. 

"I know Mr. Clark better than most people on the 
political scene, and he’s open and honest. The last one 
particularly should be important to the public," McKinnon 

says. 

“In fact, it’s such a shock to the public and the media that 
a leader Is so open and honest that they find it difficult to 
contemplate.” 

AS AN EXAMPLE of the openness, he cites Clark's 
determination to get a sound freedom-of-information bill 
through Parliament. 

The bill, he said, would probably have been passed by 
June if the government hadn’t been brought down 

He's angry at what he calls the deceit of the Liberals and 
the NDP in trying to convince the public that they brought 
down the government over the budget. 

He says that as early as Nov. 6 last year, the opposition 
came to within two votes of defeating the government on a 
non-confidence motion. 

He says the Liberals were determined to defeat the 
government on any issue to get a chance of grabbing power 
again. And they had been aided and abetted by the NDP. 

McKINNON STANDS by the controversial budget. 

“We’re making people face the facts of life. We can’t live 
on credit forever. We have to pay off the credit card 
sometime,” he says. . 

He takes Trudeau to task for having sSld that the 
Liberals increased the defence budget by threeper cent in 
real terms every year. 

“The last estimates of the Liberal government called for 
a reduction in deface spending of three per cent in real 
terms,” McKinnon says. 

“I won’t say Mr. Trudeau lies, but he’s telling us less 
than the truth.” 

Despite the possibility of inroads by the NDP, McKinnon 
remains confident. 

"The people know me a little better this time. When I 
knock on doors. I find that I get much the same treatment as 
last time. People are very friendly.” 

THE BIGGEST CHALLENGE to McKinnon’s re-elec 
tion comes from the NDP’s Blencoe, who has a solid 
30-per-cent base of popular votes left him by Mrs. Brewin in 
the last election and hopes to add to that with his own 
popularity as an alderman. 

Support for Blencoe and the NDP is concentrated in the 
western and northern parts of the riding, including Victoria 
West, James Bay, Fernwood, Oaklands, Topaz and Bum- 
side. 

But his campaign workers claim they are gaining ground 
in Oak Bay, a traditional Tory stronghold. 

“There is a high degree of dislike for the Tories as well as 
the Liberals, and there’s little difference between the two 
major parties,” says Blencoe. 

He says the campaign machine is working better than 
ever before, with more than 250 volunteers in the field. 

FOR THE FIRST time, he says, the party is doing two 
complete canvasses of the riding. 

“We have identified more definite NDP votes during this 
campaign than we got in the last election," he says. 

Much of his platform reflects the issues he’s tried to get 
across at the local level: better pensions for senior citizens, 
more job opportunities for the young. 

But he also tackles national issues, insisting that there be 
“no oil tanker traffic on the West Coast” and attacking the 
Tory budget as lacking public support. 

Raising interest rates, says Blencoe, has hurt all aspects 
of the economy. 

“Housing starts arc down, rental accommodation is una¬ 
vailable, mortgage rates are up and the dream of home 
ownership is being eroded,” he says.

looking for someone 35 years old, well-established as a 
lawyer with a solid political background, but they couldn't 
find anyone,” he says. 

He adds that he thought of running last May, but decided 
it was completely unfeasible. 

Corbett entertains few hopes of getting elected. If any¬ 
thing, he’s in the race to show the party brass that he can 
improve on last May’s results. And he believes he can do 
that. 

“AT BEST, I’LL win, and at worst, I’ll come in a 
substantially improved third," he says. 

“Trudeau has become almost a non-issue in this election, 
whereas the determination to get rid of him dominated the 
last election,” he says. 

"People have as many gripes against the. Conservatives 
now as they had against the Liberals, and I don’t think the 
NDP can cash in on the disillusionment with the Tories,” he 
says. 


One sign of hope, says Corbett, is the relative ease with 
which he has been able to recruit campaign workers. While it 
was virtually impossible to get volunteers fof the Liberal 
cause last May, he has 150 people working on his cam¬ 
paign. 

AT 24, CORBETT has been active for a number of years 
behind the Liberal party scenes. His interest in politics goes 
back to his college years In the U.S. As a youth, Corbett and 
his family lived in Quebec. Ontario and Michigan. 

After he moved to Victoria, he spent two years at UVic, 
studying political science. 

The Marxist-Leninists are back with Mrs. Ratzlaff. 

While all other candidates had to tailor their platform to 
the new issues, or non-issues, Mrs. Ratzlaff is continuing 
where she left off last May. 

“Make the rich pay” Is still the slogan of the party’s 
minimum program. The rich, Mrs. Ratzlaff says, should pay 
to get Canada out of its social and economic crisis. 

She has no illusions of victory, but adding just one vote to 
last year's 89 would be a victory of a kind. 

THERE IS NO doubt in her mind that social revolution 
will eventually sweep away capitalism. Meanwhile, she says 
the important thing is to get a platform from which to preach 
the Marxist-Leninist doctrine. 

“How can people get political power if they don’t get 
involved in the political process?” 

The working people, she says, don’t share in the wealth 
they create. But ultimately, they will demand that wealth. 

“The working people will become more and more impo¬ 
verished until there is a complete economic collapse," she 
says. 

AND IT IS then that the working class will overthrow 
capitalism. 

She says it is difficult for her party to get its views across 
because the “bourgeois press” is a tool of capitalism. 

She rejects other left-wing parties, including the Com¬ 
munist Party of Canada, as revisionist and not truly repre¬ 
sentative of the working class. 

China, she says, never had a proletarian revolution. The 
Chinese simply threw out the foreign imperialistic landlords, 
but didn’t take the revolution far enough. 

Russia, she says, followed the true spirit of Marxism for 
a while, but has reverted to imperialism and capitalism. 


BUT FOR ALL his enthusiasm, Blencoe knows he’s 
fighting an uphill battle. 

It’s not easy to defeat a cabinet minister in what has 
been, with few interruptions, Tory country. 

But then again, few New Democrats will ever forget 
what happened to David Barrett in 1975 at the hands of an 
unknown, George Kerster. 

“It can be done. And we’re sure it will be very close,” 
says Blencoe. 

Liberal Corbett still feels out of place in the political 
arena, although his style has improved considerably since 
the campaign began. 

One of his main themes is that he’s not a politician and 
probably never will be, an approach which, if filed to 
perfection, may be the mark of a consummate politician. 


HE PULLS NO punches when he talks about his entry in 
the race. 

“I know I'm not the ideal candidate. They were probably

Voting list swells in Island ridings

If the rest of Canada was in step with 
Vancouver Island, there would be almost 
six per cent more people eligible to vote in 
Monday’s federal election than there were 
in the election nine months earlier. 

Elections Canada, working only in 
round figures, says more than 15 million 
Canadians have clear passage to the 60.000 
polling divisions in the nation's 282 elector¬ 
al districts. 

The voting lists for the four Vancouver 
Island ridings and a fifth riding partly 
embracing the Island have swelled from 
326,292 to 345,582—a- difference of 19,290- 
since the May 22 election. 

With the country facing an unexpected 
winter election after the fall of the Conser¬ 
vative government in December, the nor¬ 
mal procedure of enumeration was aban¬ 
doned because of the time element and 
anticipated bad weather conditions. Re¬ 
turning officers worked from last May’s 
lists, with extra emphasis placed on re¬ 
visions. 

THERE WERE A lot of deletions made, 
but these were more than offset locally by 
the number of additions. 

Where the Island was concerned, there 
appeared to be many more people moving 
into the ridings than moving out—or 
dying. 

With a new total of 74,051, Esquimalt- 
Saanich not only has the most eligible 


voters of the five area ridings, but has 
shown the greatest increase—4,469. 

Comox-Powel! River, the strange con¬ 
stituency that spans the waters between 
the Island and mainland, is the next big¬ 
gest with 73,132 eligible voters, but its gain 


of 3,643 falls behind the 4,258 that gave 
Nanaimo-Alberni a total of 67,606 this 
time. 

Cowichan-Malahat-The Islands has 
swelled by 3,286 to 60,851 and Victoria by 
3,634 to 69,942. 


SOME OTHER NOTES of interest as 
the election campaign winds down: 

• Proxy voting is open to fishermen, 
mariners, prospectors, trappers, air 
crews, forestry crews, topographical sur¬ 
vey crews, the sick and physically disabled 
and full-time students away from home. 

The sick must have doctors' certificates 
and the students, statements from the 
registrars of their schools. 

Under the proxy rules, another quali¬ 
fied elector from the same polling division 
can cast the ballot for the person who can’t 
be present and who was unable to vote at 
advance polls or on disignated days in the 
office of the reluming officer. 

The person needing to vote in this fash¬ 
ion and his or her chosen proxy voter have 
to fill out, an,application and one of them 
has to present it to the returning officer be¬ 
fore 10 p.m. Friday. 

• Handicapped, ailing and aged voters 
can vote on regular election day, of course, 
but they would have been better off doing 
so during the advance poll that ended 
Tuesday. 

Level access through a ramp or other 
means had to be set up in each urban area 
of an electoral district for the three days of 
the advance poll. 

• Post offices will close at 4 p.m. Mon¬ 
day to allow wicket staff four consecutive 
hours in which to east their ballots, a 
period of time required by the Canada 
Elections Act for all employed voters. 


Port Alberni poll fiasco

18 in a solid union city like 
Port Alberni with pickets 
outside the polling stations? 

The very thought causes 
federal election officials to 
shudder. 

But thanks to the efforts of 
Nanaimo-Alberni returning 
officer Joanne Melling, the 
threat of just such a develop¬ 
ment has been removed— 
and just in time. 

The problem was this: 

Some 50 polls covering 
nearly all the voters of the 
Alberni Valley were to be set 
up in nine schools. But those 
schools have remained be¬ 


hind picket lines put up four 
weeks ago by non-teaching 
employees from School Dis¬ 
trict 70. 

Melling hadn't acted! at 
first because of the general 
belief that the strike by 
Local 727 of the Canadian 
Union of Public Employees 
would be over long before 
election day. 

When it became apparent 
that it was a tough strike that 
might stand the test of time, 
Melling swung into action. 
She made a lot of phone 
calls, talked to a lot of people 
and managed to shift all of 
the polling stations to church 
halls. 


She also had to put the 
machinery in motion for a 
week of advertisements 
dealing with the changes. 

“Everybody was really 
good about it," Melling said 
Tuesday of those who had 
made room for her wayward 
polling stations. 

Since Port Alberni has the 
reputation of being perhaps 
the staunchest labor commu¬ 
nity in B.C., did she think 
picket lines would have kept 
the majority of voters out of, 
the schools? 

“I wouldn't put the people 
of this town in the position of 
having to make that deci¬ 
sion,” she said.

Ontario ‘shown’ 
Grit contempt 


LONDON, Ont. (CP) — Joe Clark 
said Wednesday Pierre Trudeau was 
showing contempt for democracy be¬ 
cause he was counting on Quebec and 
Ontario voters to follow traditional 
patterns and elect a Liberal govern¬ 
ment, no matter what it stood for. 

Speaking to a lively audience of more 
than 1,000, he urged southern Ontario 
voters not to allow, themselves to be taken 
for granted. 

He said Ontario, the “locomotive prov¬ 
ince," could give the Progressive Conser¬ 
vatives a majority government Feb. 18. — 

TRUDEAU AND his Liberals did not 
bother to explain their policies during the 
election campaign because they assumed 
that Ontario and Quebec voters would cast 
their ballots for them, no matter what they 
stood for or what they did . 

"He is trying to have your confidence 
without earning your confidence. 

“I believe that displays contempt for 
Canadian voters and contempt for Ca¬ 
nadian democracy." 

Clark was addressing a highly-cnthusi-®" 
astic lunchtime crowd during the first stop 
of a day of intensive campaigning designed 
to retain the seats the party won from the 
Liberals in the May 22 election. The Con¬ 
servatives won 57 of Ontario's 95 seats in 
last year’s election and must hold most of 
them if they want to remain the govern¬ 
ment. 


"YOU WILL DECIDE whether your 
vote will be earned or whether your vote 
will be taken for granted," Clark said 

He said he was convinced that Conser¬ 
vatives would win more seats in the 77-seat 
West than the Liberals would win in 75-seat 
Quebec. It was up to Ontario to give him a 
majority. 

The speech was warmly received and 
was interrupted with lengthy ovations on 
three occasions. He provoked laughter 
when he responded to someone in the 


crowd who said: "Tell us about Trudeau’s 
energy bullshit.” 

REPLIED CLARK: “You used two 
words, energy and another one. There is 
much more of the latter than there is of the 
former." 

His young government had embarked 
on a change in old Liberal policies on 
energy, the economy and national unity. 
The Liberals opposed him on every move 
and now wanted to return to the policies of 
the 1970s. 

"You don’t want to be a prisoner of old 
policies,” the prime minister said. "I be- 
’ iicve you will opt with us for the future and 
not with the past.” 

Clark defended his policy of reducing 
the more than $10 billion federal govern¬ 
ment spending deficit. Reducing the deficit 
meant the government had to borrow 
less money to cover it and that lowered 
demand in money markets which would 
eventually mean lower interest rates. 

DESPITE CURRENT high interest 
rates, economists were predicting a de¬ 
cline to the 10-per-cent range by the end of 
the summer. 

The prime minister reiterated his 
charge that a Liberal government under 
Trudeau would impose higher excise taxes 
and larger oil prices than the Conserva- 

tioves. 

He said it did not matter whether Tru¬ 
deau denied those charges—as he did. 
Trudeau was as trustworthy today as he 
was in 1974 when he said he would not 
impose wage and price controls and then 
did just that 18 months later. 


THE CONSERV ATIVES are working 
hard to take the London West constituency 
from former Liberal cabinet minister Judd 
Buchanan. They came close to unseating 
him May 22 and hope that Don McDougall 
can do it this time. 

McDougall headed the study group 
that recommended that Pet.ro-Canada 
shares be given to the public.

VANCOUVER (UPC)— 
Liberal leader Pierre Tru¬ 
deau described Prime Min¬ 
ister Joe Clark Wednesday 
as a man "hoodwinked" by 
foreign leaders and trying to 
find “peace” with provincial 
governments by weakening 
the central administration, 
his final west coast ap- 
ance of the Feb. 18 fed- 
election campaign, Tru¬ 
deau told the rally audience 
that overflowed the down¬ 
town hotel ballroom that 
Canada and the world are 
living in dangerous times. 

“People are lookiong 
around and seeing its going 
to be a tough decade ahead,” 
he said. Trudeau noted the 
world crisis over the hos¬ 
tage-taking in Iran and the 
Soviet invasion of Afghanis¬ 
tan, as well as the rising 
price of world oil.

“Single-family homes have an important role for 
those who want space, separation, peace and quiet. 


"But many, many people want free time away from 
the maintenance and upkeep of their homes," said 
Elaine McAndrew, a senior information officer with the 
provincial ministry of consumer and corporate affairs, 
which is charged with administering the strata titles 
legislation. 


McANDREW LIVES in one of Victoria’s best known 
condominiums—Laurel Point—and is also president of 
the Greater Victoria Strata Corporations Association, 
which has a membership of 3,384 units in 111 strata 
plans. 


The association acts as watchdog and political lob¬ 
byist for condo-dwellers. 


It gives advice to strata councils and individual 
owners and acts as their spokesman. 


McAndrew said the association helped to win a resi¬ 
dential rate from B.C. Hydro for electricity used in resi¬ 
dential areas of condominiums. 


It is also having discussions with the city of Victoria 
over garbage bylaws, which are in the process of being 
redrawn because of a legal setback for city hall. 


The act—largely patterned on New South Wales 
legislation in Australia—has been reviewed and stream¬ 
lined often since its introduction, and condominiums 
have become an entrenched way of life in the prov¬ 
ince. 

On Vancouver Island, there are 805 condominiums 
registered with the land registry office. 

The first on the Island was at Port Alice. About the 
earliest in Victoria was Strata Title No. 4, Cedar Village 
on North Dairy Road with its 24 townhouse units. 

The emergence of the condominium style of living 
has been characterized by a boom and bust cycle. 

In 1967, conversion of existing rental apartments 
into condos had taken a significant percentage of the 
province’s housing requirements, according to Gerry 
Fanaken, a strata property manager in Vancouver, who 
has control over 25 condominiums. 


ALTHOUGH SOME co-operatives still exist, the 
idea was not a huge success and there were difficulties 
in raising cash, with resale when the lease began to run 
out, and because co-op people never had their own 
definable piece of land. 

But in 1966, the B.C. government opened the door to 
condominiums, as they are known today, through the 
Strata Titles Act. 

In condominium living, the upkeep of common 
property—including pipes, wires, cables, chutes, ducts 
or other facilities for the provision of water, sewage, 
garbage collection, drainage, telephone, television, 
heating and cooling, and the maintenance grounds and 
gardens, and amenities such as swimming pools and 
saunas—is shared among owners. 

A unit entitlement indicates the share of the com¬ 
mon property an individual owner has, and from this en¬ 
titlement the monthly assessment to meet common 
expenses is calculated. The range is from $10 a month to 
$100 plus. 

EACH CONDOMINIUM forms a registered strata 
corporation run by an elected strata council. 

The councils have the power to make bylaws and 
rules for the control, management, administration, 
use and enjoyment of the strata lots and common 
property—a sort of small town with its own govern¬ 
ment. 


BY THE EARLY 1970s, when there was a sharp 
need for housing, condominiums were booming and 
every developer it seemed was into condos in a big 
way. 

The bubble burst in 1975. Fanaken said, and lean 
years followed into 1979 with a surplus of condos on the 
market and slow sales. 

Late last year, the cycle turned a little to the point 
where condominium owners were selling their units 
without difficulty. Fanaken expects a resurgence of 
condominium building in the early 1980s but this time he 
predicts there won’t be any overbuilding because too 
many developers and builders "paid the price” last 
time. 

/ 

With more encouraging times ahead for the condo¬ 
minium industry, it is interesting to note just who buys 
condos. 

The bulk of condo dwellers are either starting out in 
marriage and careers or have just finished up. 

A lot just don't have the time to fuss in the garden or 
do the usual never-ending list of chores "around the 
house" that single-family-dwelling living holds. 

CHILDREN ARE NOT common in condos, except 
in the townhouse developments which offer a living ’ 
style more conducive to raising a family. 

There is a trend, too, for more middle-aged folk, 
with families grown and gone, to sell up house and move 
to the cosiness of a condominium where they can live 
their lives more fully without worrying too much about 
life’s incidentals. 


But most condo owners and corporations don’t be¬ 
long to the association. Many are outside Victoria and 
would not benefit directly from membership. 


Condominiums have become an accepted way of 
life for more than 110,000 British Columbians in a little 
over a decade. 


There are more than 53,000 condominium units in 
the province—ranging from duplexes and townhouses, 
to huge complexes of 100 or more units. 


Bare land condominiums also include some mobile 
home parks, which prefer the shared ownership con¬ 
cept. 


The idea is hardly new. 


The Romans were familiar with the condominium— 
"shared rulership"—concept and someway there was 
evidence of it in the Bible. 


In B.C., at first there were co-operatives where 
people took shares in a corporation which owned their 
building and more often than not offered them 99-year

Guide for buyers 


Too many condominium purchases 
are made by people who don’t know 
much about what they are getting 
themselves into. 

-That’s a fairly common state¬ 
ment among realtors, property man¬ 
agement consultants, lawyers, and 
other condominium “experts.” 

To help would-be condo buyers, the 
Colonist has compiled a checklist of 
things that should be done before sign¬ 
ing on the bottom line. 

• Check the corporation finances. 

Few people bother to do this, 
yet the corporations are bound by 
the Strata Titles Act to revegl their 
financial statement. 

Look carefully at the balance 
sheet. Are there adequate reserves? 
Enough to cover resealing of the black¬ 
top, to fix or replace a leaky roof or 
faulty plumbing? Just how much cash 
is in the kitty? Some corporations 
might even be running at a deficit and 
that will become part of the monthly 
assessment to pay—a tough road for 
those on fixed incomes. 

Are spending trends under con¬ 
trol? Or does escalating spending indi¬ 
cate the building might be falling to 
pieces? 

Property management consul¬ 
tants could help you sift through the 
financial statement.

• Check the registered land title to 
ensure there are no mechanic's liens on 
the property. There hasn’t been much 
trouble with this so far but up to 7 
per cent of the property could be 
tied up in liens. 

• Check the strata corporation 
bylaws. Are there bans on pets etc.? 

• Make sure of the actual monthly 
assessment. What does it cover? If the 
condo has a sauna, swirlpool, swim¬ 
ming pool etc remember you will be 
paying for their upkeep whether you 
use them or not. 

• If you have children, are there 
others in the building? Is it really 
suitable for bringing up a family? 

• Could you rent out your unit 
if you wanted to? Check if there is 
a restrictive rental clause in the 
bylaws. 

Many other things could be added 
to the list such as whether there is 
adequate soundproofing in the units, is 
it handy to transport and community 
facilities, and is it being properly man¬ 
aged at a reasonable rate? 

Just to scare would-be buyers fur¬ 
ther, one condo resident believes no 
one should entertain living in a condo¬ 
minium unless they have lived first in 
an apartment block for a few years. 

That advice would not seem to 
be as important for townhouse condo 
buyers. 


RECENTLY, THE association organized a seminar 
on condominiums, and 180 Victoria area residents 
attended. In fact the first session was so popular a 
second was set up for later the same day. 

As each session finished, McAndrew had partici¬ 
pants fill in a questionnaire. 

The top item condo dwellers wanted to learn 
more about in any future seminar was the duties, re¬ 
sponsibilities and rights of strata councils. 

This is not surprising as many people buy condo¬ 
miniums without having a clue as to what they are 
getting themselves into. 

According to Bill Thomson, a director of Ker and 
Stephenson, a Victoria property management firm, 
some buyers don’t have any idea about the bylaws in the 
condominium they now own part of and some even don’t 
realize they have to pay a common assessment upkeep 
and it comes as a shock. 

THAT IS, WHAT the seminar was all about—in¬ 
creasing the knowledge of the growing breed known as 
condominium people. 

The second most pressing need in the education 
stakes, according to the seminar participants, is every¬ 
thing and anything about self management of a condo. 

Some have enough skilled, retired people as owners 
to do the necessary bookkeeping and administrative 
work without hiring property management consul¬ 
tants. 

The list of priorities then singled out house rules, 
bylaws—their writing and enforcement. Next came a 
problem solving session with a panel of experts. 

Understanding the Strata Titles Act and budgets 
and other financial matters was also needed, the 
seminar participants said. ” 

McAndrew said she was surprised that insurance 
problems were near the bottom of the poll. 

Even further down was property management 
firms and “how to deal with them.”

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It isn’t often—if ever—that both of Victoria's 
children's theatres have productions running simul¬ 
taneously. 

Yet last weekend any theatre-crazed kid could 
spend the afternoon with the Four Seasons Musical 
Theatre s Cinderella and then catch Kaleidoscope!* 
double bill ( Nightmares and Other Horses and 
Merlin's Quest ) in an early evening performance at 
Open Space. 

But few bothered, if the Saturday night audi¬ 
ence (the adults tellingly outnumbered the kids) at 
Open Space is any indication. 

The wonderful thing is that Victoria's two 
theatre groups exist artistically and to a lesser 
extent professionally at opposite poles. If the 
Four Seasons approach can be likened to commu¬ 
nity playhouse Neil Simon, then Kaleidoscope’s is 
Marcel Marceau and Jean Genet in a garret theatre. 
One entertains from splashing it all out in the open 
while the other makes its audience work intellec¬ 
tually. 

The very diversity of their approaches makes 
both an invaluable asset to Victoria theatre. It is 
simply not just a question of one being bet¬ 
ter than the other. 

Despite their differences, both companies left 
the impression that they were shooting a bit above 
the heads of their young audiences on the weekend. 
It was not as much a problem with Four Seasons' 
Cinderella spoof as with Kaleidoscope. 

The drawback with a spoof for a particularly 
young audience is that it assumes the kids arc 
familiar enough with the material to enjoy a 
sendup. At what age does the Cinderella story 
become old hat? Probably at an age several years 
beyond that of at least half the audience packing the 
McPherson Saturday afternoon. 

Director Gini Lefever wisely deviated some¬ 
what from the intentions of John ChappeTs script, 
and had, for example, the Fairy Godmother role

played straight. It brought a sense of magic 
and romance to a script which had put those endear¬ 
ing qualities somewhat downstage of the central ac¬ 
tion. 

The real stars of his script are the two ugly 
sisters played, as written, by two males. And if some 
of the youngsters missed the absurdity of two vain 
and unattractive women panting after a matinee 
idol prince, they still found the pair silly enough 
from the on-stage antics of Steve Moysey and 
Don House. 

Lefever could have made the production far 
more effective by literally paring it down (if she 
was going to add young ballerinas then she ought, 
for example, to have banished the Duke) and 
ensuring a stronger definition of the characters. 

Otherwise it was an opulently dressed produc 
tion including some comparatively sophisticated 
stage and lighting effects which young audiences 
likely wouldn't see otherwise. 

On the other hand, Kaleidoscope follows the 
dictum of simplicity in staging. Therfe are no 
costumes (the singularly unattractive tights would 
hardly qualify!) or sets to play Off, just a few 
increasingly imaginative hand props from Carole 
Sabiston. 

Basically it’s just the actors and the audience 
working out one of director Liz Gorrle’s concepts 
rather than a set script. The trouble is that some of 
Gorrie’s concepts are hard for even an adult to 
grasp when less than freshly staged. 


This particular Kaleidscope company has 
adopted an annoying facade of stilted seriousness 
and studied cuteness. It wasn’t long ago that fresh¬ 
ness, imagination and energy were the Company’s 
best qualities. \ 

The first half of its weekend program was 
Nightmares and Other Horses in which the eompaqy 
beds down for the night in a makeshift four postir 
and each in turn is confronted by their special fears 
and fantasies. One is enveloped in spaghetti, pillows 
turn into butterflies for another, and in a stroke of 
genius from Sabiston, the grey bed cover be¬ 
comes a giant elephant with floppy ears and 
trunk. 

There is nothing wrong with the concept but it 
should have the flow of a well-choreographed dance. 
And that just won’t happen from a professional cast 
that dares to be precious in its approach to young¬ 
sters. 

Merlin's Quest could well be a superb encapsu¬ 
lation of the legend. Still it shouldn't be necessary to 
know the story first to enjoy Gorric's concept which, 
to the uninitiated, looked like some pagan ritual full 
of sound and fury signifying very little. Perhaps 
Gorrie should have confined herself to Merlin and 
his animals rather than some sketchy, large¬ 
ly incomprehensible telling of the legend.

Face-saving encounter 
can end in pregnancy 


TORONTO (CP) —- Many young women still rely on 
their boyfriends for information about contraception, 
says the co-ordinator of the sexual education centre at 
the University of Toronto. 

Kim Shannon, 21, said if women come “prepared” 
for a sexual encounter it looks as if they’ve planned it 
and many prefer to “look as if they've been led to bed 
rather than vice-versa.” 

Consequently, first encounters are often contra¬ 
ceptive-free, she said. 

Family planning counsellors arc finding that al 
though information on birth control is readily available 
to young people, they are still willing to take risks with 
contraception. 

Two Canadian studies—one an unpublished paper 
and the other from Carleton University in Ottawa— 
show- that 26 to 38 per cent of college-age students don’t 
use a contraceptive the first time they have sex. 

AFTER THE FIRST sexual contact, most go on to 
use effective contraception, although 15 per cent arc re¬ 
ported to continue taking chances. 

"Things today have not changed that much,” said 
Ms. Shannon, “though we're supposed to have gone 
through a sexual revolution.” 

One of the main reasons young women don’t use 
birth control is that they don’t want to admit, to them 


selves or others that they have sex, she said. 

“Women think they’re not supposedto plan to have 
sex," she said. “It’s not accepted." 

“They have to be jolted into reality to say to them¬ 
selves, ‘Hey, I do have sex and I want to take response 
bility.' ” 

Family Planning Services spokesmen say young 
women also may become pregnant more easily because 
many do not have intercourse regularly. 

ALSO THEY MAY choose not to use the more 
reliable birth control methods—the birth control pill or 
the intra-uterine device (1UD). 

They may feel that the less effective methods such 
as foam, the diaphragm and the condom are not 
convenient nr stand in the way of romantic sex. 

Other reasons for lack of good protection may in¬ 
clude: 

• Not knowing where to get good birth-control infor¬ 
mation. This often stems from the mobility of young 
people who frequently change where they work and 
live. 

• A lack of basic information on birth-control 
methods. For example, the Carleton University study 
showed 63 per cent of students surveyed didn’t realize 
the pill prevents ovulation and that the pill must be 
obtained from a doctor.

University of Calgary an¬ 
thropologists have received 
a $7,500 grant from the So¬ 
cial Sciences and llumani 
ties Research Council to 
study revenge. Dr. Usher 
Fleising and Dr. Sheldon 
Goldenburg say little schol¬ 
arly work has been done on 
the subject. Their research 
will include the question: 
"What constitutes sufficient 
revenge for the people of 
Iran?" 


Driveway paves way to accidents 


OTTAWA (CP) — Children 
under five years old are mostly 
likely to be hit by a car in or near 
their own driveway, says the 
Traffic Injury Research Founda¬ 
tion of Canada. 

That grim picture was drawn 
this week by the foundation after 
looking at 452 child pedestrians 
between one and 14 years old who 
died in collisions between 1973 
and 1976. 

The health department re¬ 
ports that road accidents are one 
of the leading causes of death 
among children 

"Yet,” the foundation says, 


“methods to protect children have 
been slow to develop." 

The foundation is an inde¬ 
pendent agency studying the be¬ 
havioral and medical aspects of 
road safety. 

The report studies three 
groups of children: Those between 
one and four years old (135); be 
tween five and seven (153), and 
those between eight and 14 (164)? 

Fatal collisions in the firit 
group are most likely to occur 
during the daytime and in the 
summer, the study says. 

"Characteristically, the child 


is playing behind a parked vehi¬ 
cle. either in a driveway or very 
near to it. . . 

"For example, the situation 
involving very young children is 
often the regrettable one in which 
a car is started up in the driveway 
and simply backs over the child." 

Children aged five to seven 
are usually hit on the way to 
or from school, says the report. 

’ <■ 

“At such times, the child is 
struck by a car when crossing a 
roadway between intersections, 
often having entered the traffic 


stream from behind a parked ve¬ 
hicle " 

The older youths are gen 
erally hit at night or on jhc week¬ 
end and during the winter months. 
The accident generally occurs 
when the child is walking beside a 
highway or crossing an intersec¬ 
tion. 

It would help if the child 
wore bright or deflective clothing, 
the report suggests. 

Even for the five to seven 
year olds, "it may be that a 
concentrated effort is needed in 
safety instruction to children al 
this early age."

Most backache muscle-related 


Dear Dr. Donohue: I had a 
painful tailbone after a fall 
on my behind. I went to my 
doctor. He ordered X-rays, 
told me everything was fine, 
just to go home, take some 
aspirins, apply some heat 
and stay off my feet for a 
couple of days. Where do I go 
from here? Why do doctors 
think a few aspirins are the 
cure for everything? — 
M.V.S. 

There are misconceptions 
about backaches. One is that 
every backache means 
something in the spine is 
“broken." The simple truth 
is more than 80 per cent of all 
backaches are caused by 
muscles, not the bonv spine 
proper. 

The jolt you got from the 
fall you had may have 
caused some muscle Inflam- 
mation or caused the 
muscles to go Into spasm. 
Spasm is a protective reac¬ 
tion of such tissue. 

Where do you go from 
here? Why not follow your 
doctor's advice? It works. 
This is not to say that anyone 
who suffers a fall followed 
by painful symptoms should 
not see their doctor. The X- 
rays were precautionary’ to 
determine if anything be¬ 
sides muscles were in¬ 
volved. 

Dear Dr. Donohue: 1 devel¬ 
oped a fungus infection in 
one of my nails. I am told 
that complete removal of the

nail is necessary. I have 
heard of medicine for this, 
the kind you take by mouth. 
Can you explain? — Mrs. 

R.W. 

First of all, nail funguses 
one of the most difficult to 
get rid of. 

Indeed, there are anti-fun¬ 
gal medicines that can be 
taken by mouth. They are 
effective, but sometimes 
must be taken over a long 
period and they are not with¬ 
out potential unpleasant side 
effects. However, this is 
usually the only real cure 
available. Nail removal is 
not usually the answer. 

Dear Dr. Donohue: Our 10- 

year-old son has known since 
age three where babies come 
from. Now he has asked 
“how they get there.” We 
are at a loss for words. He is 
definitely mature enough to 
understand and accept the 
answers. But not being very 
good with such explanations 
we are afraid of giving him 
w rong impressions about the 


facts of life. Is there a book 
in children's language we 
could get for him to read? It 
would be so much easier to 
answer specific questions he 
may have after reading a 
professional explanation. 
Also, we want to be sure he 
has a clean and healthy atti¬ 
tude about sex.

1 hesitate to 
suggest one in particular. It 
would be best to look these 
books over for yourself to be 
sure the one you pick deals 
effectively with your par¬ 
ticular concerns. 

Your plan to let him read 
such a book, leaving your¬ 
selves available for specific 
follow-up questions, is a 
good one.

Rene puts bottom line 


QUEBEC (CP) — Premier 
Rene Levesque says if the 
Parti Quebecois side cap¬ 
tures less than 40 per cent of 
the vote in the coming so¬ 
vereignty-association refer¬ 
endum, “we’d be best off to 
forget our plans and think of 
something else.” 

The statement was made 
in an interview published in 
this week’s edition of the 
French news magazine Le 
PolnL 

Asked if he would resign in 
face of such a defeat, Leves¬ 
que said he would retain lit¬ 
tle interest in politics with a 
poor referendum result. 

“I will doubtless remain 
until the next provincial 
election—which we must 
hold before November, 1981 
—but without much convic¬ 
tion.” 

In the past, Levesque has 
said he would try to get as 
many yes votes as possible, 
but usually added that no

he’d lose interest 


matter what happened in the 
referendum, the movement 
toward Quebec indepen¬ 
dence was relentless and 
could not be stopped. 

The Interviewer asked Le¬ 
vesque why the referendum 
question, made public last 
December, was merely 
seeking a mandate to negoti¬ 
ate sovereignty-association 
rather than asking Que¬ 
becers directly if they sup¬ 
port independence. 

Levesque replied: “We 
could have certainly asked 
people a question which was 
sufficiently brutal so that we 
would be sure to lose. But 
we’re not completely stu¬ 
pid.” 

He said that by asking 
Quebecers for a first man- 


date to negotiate so¬ 
vereignty-association and 
promising a second referen¬ 
dum no matter what the out¬ 
come of such talks, the PQ 
government was being per¬ 
fectly clear and demo¬ 
cratic. 

As for his views on the 
federal election, the premier 
said that he would prefer 
seeing Pierre Trudeau as 
prime minister “for sport 
and for the beauty of the 
debate to come on the refer¬ 
endum.” 

That would only be on con¬ 
dition that Trudeau woke up, 
since he looks “a bit burned 
out these days,” Levesque 
said, “but his culture and 
stubbornness place him well 
above the average politi¬ 


cian." 

Levesque said he believed 
Trudeau would finally come 
around and negotiate with 
the PQ government on so¬ 
vereignty-association. 

“Even the most obstinate 
defenders of the status quo 
are always forced to change 
when there is public 
pressure.” 

The premier says the fu¬ 
ture of Quebec is "bleak” if 
it remains a province be¬ 
cause it has steadily declin¬ 
ing clout in Canadian politics 
as the demographic balance 
in the country moves west¬ 
ward. 

The interview is accom¬ 
panied by a report on the 
federal election, which says 
Trudeau is coasting to a vic¬ 
tory Feb. 18, but adds that 
Canada remains a divided 
country. 

Le Point is a Paris-based 
news magazine with a con¬ 
servative orientation. 


Regina water threatened 


REGINA (CP) — The 
country's largest polych¬ 
lorinated biphenyls (PCB) 
spill continues to spread and 
could threaten Regina’s 
water supply if not stopped 
immediately, a National Re¬ 
search Council report says. 

Measures taken so far to 
halt the spread of the chemi¬ 
cal have been ineffective, 
and a major excavation of 
contaminated soil is needed 
to ensure PCBs do not even¬ 
tually pollute wells that sup¬ 
ply water to the city, says the 
report, released Tuesday. 

PCBs are not immediately 
lethal, but long-term effects 
include cancer and damage 
to the reproductive system,

The spill occurred in 1976 
after an underground pipe 
carrying the chemical broke 
at a Federal Pioneer Ltd. 
plant in Regina. It is not 
known for certain how much 
was spilled, but estimates 
peg it as high as 5,000 gal¬ 
lons. 

Some of the chemical was 
collected and removed from 
the site shortly^after the 
spill, but most of it remained 
in the soil, the report says. 

Contaminated ground- 
water is gradually seeping 
downward and outward to¬ 


ward groundwater that sup¬ 
plies Regina’s wells, the re¬ 
port says. 

To stop movement of 
PCBs below the surface, the 
report recommends exca¬ 
vating between 10,000 and 
20,000 cubic metres of conta¬ 
minated soil—between 1,000 
and 2,000 dumptruck loads. 

It also recommends re¬ 
moving soil as deep as nine 
feet below ground level in a 
number of areas. 

However, it is unclear 
whether both excavations 
are necessary. Don Fast, 
spokesman for the provin¬ 


cial environment depart¬ 
ment, said clarification of 
the recommendations would 
be sought next week when 
authors of the report were in 
Regina. 

No cost estimates were in¬ 
cluded in the report, but 
local construction industry 
sources said it would be be¬ 
tween $30,000 and $60,000 to 
remove lOjOOO to 20,000 cubic 
metres. ^ 

The provincial govern¬ 
ment has already paid-about 
$13,000 to remove some con¬ 
taminated soil from the area 
and to cover the spill site 
with pavement.

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‘Hot’ slag: Nowhere to go 


VANCOUVER (CP) — Experts testifying in B.C. Su¬ 
preme Court said Tuesday that there was nowhere to put 
5,400 tons of radioactive slag now located In Surrey, south¬ 
east of Vancouver. 

C.R.F. Holdings Ltd. is suing Fundy Chemical Interna¬ 
tional Ltd. and Mark Gerald Smerchanski for alleged 
misrepresentation in telling the purchaser of a three-acre 
property in Surrey that the pile of slag on the land could be 
used as fill. 

C.R.F. is claiming general damages for alleged fraud 
and deceit and alleged conspiracy to defraud. 

William Rachuk, radiation detection officer at the 
University of British Columbia, told Mr. Justice M R. 
Taylor that disposal was the main problem because Chalk 
River, Ont., the only disposal site in Canada, was not 
prepared to take such waste from other provinces. 

Rachuk said the suggestion that the waste be dumped in 
the Pacific Ocean was not be practical. 

Paul Didyk, fuel manager for the Atomic Energy Control 
Board, testified there might be little environmental impact 


in ocean dumping, but the effect on fish was unpredictable 
and such a move might have international implications. 

Rachuk testified that radioactivity on the property in 
Surrey was 20 times the permissible level. 

He said the materials should be removed so as to ensure 
that no significant quantity of thorium, a radioactive ele¬ 
ment, was left behind. 

He said there was currently no site in Canada to dispose 
of the waste, although removal of 200 barrels from another 
property formerly owned by C.R. F. principal Court Faessler 
had been scheduled for the end of 1980 by the Atomic Energy 
Control Board. 

Didyk said the Surrey problem, similar to others in Port 
Hope and Ottawa, was discovered in 1976 when the board 
sought to identify all areas with radioactive contamination. 
Discussions had been held with the provinces regarding sites 
where radioactive waste could be placed. 

Didyk said there was no record of an application by 
Smerchanski requesting AECB approval to remove the 
radioactive material.

Dummy's heart ace won 
and declarer discarded a 
low diamond. The queen of 
clubs drew the outstanding 
trumps and a spade finesse 
lost to West’s queen. West 
led a heart that declarer 
ruffed and a low trump was 
led to dummy to try another 
spade finesse. This also lost 
iand the unavoidable loser in 
diamonds resulted in a one 
trick set. 

The key to success lies 
with an unusual play: a far¬ 
sighted maneuver that leads 
to a winning end play. 
Instead of winning the first 
heart trick, declarer should 
duck in dummy and discard 
a diamond from his own 
hand. West shifts to 
diamonds, but dummy's ace 
wins. 

Dummy's heart ace 
allows declarer to throw his 
last diamond and a diamond 
is ruffed from dummy. A 
trump lead to dummy 
exhausts the defenders' 
trumps and dummy's last 
diamond is ruffed. Finally, 
dummy is entered once 
again in trumps and a spade 
is finessed into West 

Both declarer and dummy 
are left with only trumps 
and spades and West is out 
of safe leads. He can lead a

Peter Chapman, owner of 
Scope Photography, says he 
has been eased out of taking 
University of Victoria 
graduation pictures for the 
second time in three years 
by what he views as unfair 
competition from the univer¬ 
sity’s own photography ser¬ 
vice, Media and Technical 
Services. 

Media-Tech says it did the 
job at the students' request. 

In 1978, the graduating 
class gave the grad photo 
contract to Media-Tech al- 
Utough the service was not 
The lowest bidder, and after 
Chapman protested, some 
ground rules were laid down 
regarding Media-Tech’s in¬ 
volvement. 

In 1979, the grad class 
called for bids and Scope 
Photography won the con¬ 
tract. 

The 1980 graduating class 
did not seek bids, but went 
directly to Media-Tech 

Chapman says the univer¬ 
sity’s tax-supported photo 
department is in unfair com 
petition with commercial 
photographers. 

He said prices charged by 
Media-Tech, while reason¬ 
able in relation to commer¬ 
cial fees, did not reflect the 
true cost of the photos it pro¬ 
duced, since the studio was 
not set up to do high-produc¬ 
tion processing and printing 
like commercial photog¬ 
raphy laboratories. 

He said commercial pho¬ 
tographers had been denied 
space on campus to take- 
graduation photographs, but 
Media-Tech had a portrait 
studio on campus, paid for 
by taxpayers. 

Chapman said he would 
have no objection if Media- 
Tech were to take gradua¬ 
tion photos and give them to 
students, as a service pro¬ 
vided by the university. 

He said graduation photos 
not only provided revenue 
for commerical photog¬ 
raphers and laboratories, 
but brought in repeat busi¬ 
ness such as weddings, 
Chapman said. 

He said that in 1978, 
Media-Tech was so overload¬ 
ed with graduation photog¬ 
raphy that university de¬ 
partments were sending 
technical photography work 
to Scope Photography be¬ 
cause Media-Tech was no 
longer able to meet its nor¬ 
mal deadlines 

Media-Tech manager 
Edgar Lloyd said his depart¬ 
ment was approached by the 
graduating class regarding 
the photos, but because of 
the controversy in 1978 he ex- 
plained that Media-Tech 
could not get into bidding 
competition with commer¬ 
cial photographers. 

The students then checked 
with the unjversity adminis¬ 
tration, which said Media- 
Tech could take the grad 
photos as a university ser¬ 
vice for the students, Lloyd 
said. 

"In both of our views, the 
students are entitled to re¬ 
quest services from univer¬ 
sity departments,” Lloyd 
said. 

Lioyd said some additional 
part-time workers had been 
hired for the graduation phu 
tographysothat Media-Tech 
could continue its normal 
services to the university 
community. 


Forest

Chewers of Wood is the 
title of a film produced by 
the forests ministry to tell an 
alarming story, the destruc¬ 
tion which is taking place in 
many areas of B.C. as 
hordes of insects wipe out 
far more timber than is lost 
in forest fires.

Graduating class presi¬ 
dent Gloria Borean said the 
grad class executive took of¬

"Media-Tech said if we 
went to tender they would 
fiot go into competition with 
com mercial photog¬ 
raphers." 

If the students approached 
Media-Tech without going to 
tender, however, Media- 
Tech could do the photos, the 
class was told. 

Borean said she met later 
with members of the Vic¬ 
toria Professional Photog 
raphers Association, and 
agreed to prepare a report 
outlining the options for next 
year's*graduating class. 

Among those options, she 
said, were having no particu¬ 
lar studio take the gradua¬ 
tion photos, but permitting 
all studios, including Media- 


Tech, to advertise their ser¬ 
vices to students. 

Administrative vice-presi¬ 
dent Trevor Matthews said 
Tuesday that the situation 
was a "no-win" situation for 
the university. Media-Tech 
had an obligation to provide 
services to members of the 
university community, and 
graduation from the univer¬ 
sity was an important part of 
a student’s experience. 

But other types of work 
which Media-Tech once did, 
such as family photographs 
for university faculty, had 
been ruled out, Matthews 
said. 

The rules laid out in 1978 
for Media-Tech were that it 
was to take pictures only for 
members of the university 
community, and only when 
asked to do so. All costs had 
to be covered by the fees 
charged, and Media-Tech 
had to have the capability to 
do any job it took on, Matt¬ 
hews said. 


Disabled vets 
to benefit 
from ruling 

Disabled Vancouver Island veterans will benefit from a 
Federal Court of Appeal decision dealing with pension 
benefits, a spokesman for the Victoria branch of War 
Amputations of Canada said Tuesday. 

“The mammoth court case has far-reaching effects and 
augurs well for disabled veterans,” said John Little. 

He could give no accurate figure on how many veterans 
would be affected by the ruling but said it could amount 
to "quite a number" in B.C. 

The ruling, which affects exceptional incapacity al¬ 
lowance benefits for 100 per cent war disabled pension¬ 
ers, will see benefit increases for the top two per cent of the 
country’s most severely disabled veterans. 

The War Amps started legal action because of un 
certainty over the way the Pension Commission, the 
government agency responsible for administering the Pen¬ 
sion Act, had interpreted the allowance policy. 

Changes to the act bad established the principle 
that pension benefits over the 100 per cent ceiling be 
extended to severely disabled war veterans. 

The ruling, handed down by Mr. Justice J. Urie, 
directed the Pension Review Board to interpret the inca¬ 
pacity allowance principle on a much broader scale. 

Of the 112,500 war pensioners in Canada, about 4,600 
are disabled and pensioned at the 100 per cent range and 
entitled to apply for incapacity allowance. 

The recent court case marks the second time the 
War Amps have taken a pension issue to the highest 
court for a ruling and the second time the association 
has won a favorable decision. 


Land-watchers choose 
Sakinaw line to Island 


The Environment and 
Land Use Committee has 
opted for the Sakinaw Lake 
route for the Cheekeye- 
Dunsmuir power line from 
the Sechelt Peninsula to 
Vancouver Island. 

Environment Minister 
Stephen Rogers said Wed¬ 
nesday that the decision was 
made after a series of public 
hearings to consider alter¬ 
nate routes. 

"Members of ELUC felt 
the Sakinaw Lake crossing 
presented fewer environ¬ 
mental and social impacts 
than the other route, which 
would pass between Sakinaw 


and Ruby Lakes, under con¬ 
sideration,” Rogers said. "It 
will be less visible to the 
public eye as well as three 
kilometres shorter and $2.56 
million less expensive.” 

i 

Rogers said B.C. Hydro 
had already been informed 
of the ELUC decision and 
requested to commence de¬ 
tailed route-alignment stu¬ 
dies in order to mitigate as 
much as possible the en¬ 
vironment impacts of the 
projects. 

Route alignment studies 
are mandatory under en¬ 
vironmental assessment re- 


quire v ments as stated in 
ELUC’s guidelines for linear 
development. 

He said members of ELUC 
had “expressed confidence 
that this line can be built 
with less disturbance to the 
landscape than has occurred 
in the past.” 

Among the requirements 
to bring the line up to ELUC 
standards will be buffer 
strips of trees at highway 
crossings and “only those 
trees posing a threat to the 
overhead conductors and 
towers will be removed."

Joe doesn’t need pals like this 


VANCOUVER — Poor Joe Clark moans that he's been 
done in by his image, but you could make a case that it's 
his friends who have done more damage. 

It is most interesting to note all the prominent Tories 
who supposedly could have helped Clark in this cam¬ 
paign, but have chosen not to, taking it on the lam like 
burglars with some hot silverware. 

We will recall that a prominent theme of the short and 
unhappy life of the Clarkian parliament was that he, unlike 
Pierre Trudeau, got along with the provinces. No more tiffs, 
no more gun slinger confrontations, merely sweetness and 

light 

IT WAS DRUMMED into the electorate by the Tories 
that there wasn't a single provincial Liberal government left 
Id the land, all of them having deserted lonely Pierre. 

Well, as we mercifully wind down this campaign, 
one would think there wasn’t a single Tory one, either. All 
has been silence, all has been invisible. The junior part¬ 
ners of Prime Minister Clark have slunk for cover and 
developed a sudden interest in foreign climes. 

Most prominent absentee, of course, has been Ontario 

I Premier Bill Davis, who gives all indications of not 
having too much regard for the abilities of Mr. Clark. 

H’s no secret that the high-powered operatives around 
the Big Blue Machine by early_ last fall were entirely 
unimpressed with some of the boy scouts around the 
PM. The Davis people went so far as to commission a 
poll demonstrating the plunge in Clark’s popularity in 
southern Ontario, and took it to Ottawa. They were ig¬ 
nored. 

WHILE THIS CAMPAIGN slogged through its first 
month, Davis sunned himself in Florida. He returned for a 
supposed endorsement of Clark, giving him a handshake like

a wet fish before the cameras at Queen’s Park, but then 
shook his head slowly from side to side when Clark, into the 
microphones, said Davis would be campaigning "vigor¬ 
ously" for him. 

The Davis interpretation of vigor, in the vital closing 
days of the campaign, was to disappear into the U.S. again 
on a so-called “trade mission" to Boston, New York 
and Atlanta. Not too many Tories there. 

Peter Lougheed of Alberta was prepared to go even fur 
ther than Davis to put some distance between himself 
and Clark. 

The man Clark once worked for, the man who didn't even 
stay in the Ottawa Civic Centre for the final balloting that 
elected Clark leader in 1976, the man who owns a province 
with 21 solid Tory seats—this man hasn't done a single thing 
to help Clark in this campaign. 

LOUGHEED FIRST FLED to the perils of a Hawaiian 
beach for fear that he might bump into a Tory lawn sign. He 
had barely returned when he left—unannounced—last week 
for a 10-day tour of European financial centres, a ploy that 
will keep him safely out of the whole campaign. 

Another Tory premier, Sterling Lyon of Manitoba, 
has done nothing to “help” Clark, though this is prob¬ 
ably useful, since Lyon is regarded as the single most 
unpopular politician in Canada, and Clark would will¬ 
ingly chip in 25 bucks for his Honolulu airfare. 


There’s the case of Brian Peckford of Newfoundland, 
the newest and most energetic of the Tory premiers. 
Instead of a help, he’s been an embarrassment, de¬ 
manding noisily and naively that Clark put in writing be¬ 
fore Feb. 18 the island's right to its offshore oil boodle. 

The headline row helped instead Pierre Trudeau, and 
the Clark-Peckford detente is chilly at the moment. 

THERE IS THE case of Bill Bennett of B.C, where 
Socreds are web-footed Tories In disguise and there is the 
usual cross over in voting patterns. Mini-WAC, alas, is up to 
his fetlocks in petty scandal and Clark doesn’t dare touch 
him with a 10-foot Sasquatch. 

The only Tory premier with the verve (or the nerve?) to 
come right out for Clark is New Brunswick’s Dick Hatfield, 
but. as happenstance would have it, he fractured one of his 
walking legs at Christmas and though his tongue hasn't been 
slowed, his gait has. 

OF WHAT IS left, the good Tory premiers of Nova Sco¬ 
tia and Prince Edward Island are of no use on the 
national stage. 

It all contrasts so vividly with what can be done, if the 
heart and desire are there. Saskatchewan's Allan Bla- 
keney is stumping the whole province on behalf of Ed ‘ 
Broadbent, and when the NDP chief comes to B.C., he 
joins with Dave Barrett in a highly successful tandem 
act that proved so valuable last May. 

For the Liberals, even Don Macdonald, who had been 
left out to dry by Trudeau, has visited 32 ridings across 
the country, fighting for his party. 

BUT CLARK? With seven Tory premiers supposedly 
on his side, only one has been any real use to him

Coronary claims 
star of Harry-O, 
numerous films 


Moviegoers choose Rocky II 


SANTA MONICA, Calif. 
(UPI) — David Janssen, 49, 
star of The Fugitive and 
Harry-0 television shows, 
died of an apparent massive 
heart attack eariy Wednes¬ 
day at his Malibu Beach 
home. 

Paramedics who were 
summoned by Janssen’s 
wife, Dani, tried to revive 
the actor but he was pro¬ 
nounced dead on arrival at 
hospital. 

“When we arrived, there 
was no heartbeat and he was 
not breathing," said Keno 
Devamey, Malibu fire cap¬ 
tain. "The paramedics ap¬ 
plied cardio-pulmonary re- 
suscitation and 
forced-oxygen therapy. 
They kept the body alive, but 
Janssen never regained a 
heartbeat. 

"We’re assuming it was a 
heart attack," Devarney 
said, “but his wife said he 
had no heart history and she 
knew of nothing which might 
have provoked the attack." 

A family friend said the 
actor finished the second 
day of filming in a new TV 
movie, Father Damien: 
Leper Priest, Tuesday and 
was apparently all right 
w hen he had dinner with his 
wife that night. 

Mrs. Janssen summoned 
the paramedics from their 
station half a block away 
about 4:20 a.m. The actor 
was pronounced dead at the 
hospital shortly after 5 a m. 

Janssen’s long-time friend 
and fellow actor, Stuart 
Whitman, was among the 
first to know of his death this 
morning when he drove past 
the Janssen’s beach home at 
4:30 a.m. and saw paramedic 
and fire trucks parked at the 
house. 

"I rushed into the house 
and saw a bunch of men 
working feverishly to save 
David's life,” Whitman 
said. 

"They finally got his heart 
going by mechanical means 
and put him in an ambu¬ 
lance. I took his wife, Dani. 
to the hosptial where their 
doctor, Rex Konnamer, said 
he was dead.” 

Kennamer attended Gary 
Cooper at his death and at 
one time took care of Eliza- 
beth Taylor.

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Union strife gets a role in play 


MONTREAL (CP) — Pa- 
trons attending perfor¬ 
mances of David Fennario’s 
award-winning play Balcon- 
vffle at the Place des Arts 
cultural centre during the 
next three weeks are In for 
bit of a surprise. 

Johnny, the young unem¬ 
ployed Pointe St. Charles 
anglophone who languishes 
on his balcony for most of the 
play, has a few additional 


words to say about unions. 

Specifically, he’ll mention 
a buddy of his who normally 
works as a union usher at 
Place des Arts but has been 
locked out. 

The idea for this piece of 
partisan theatre comes from 
Fennario himself and from 
the Culture Workers Alli¬ 
ance, a group he describes as 
“an association of workers 
in the culture industry who 


want to organize on an in¬ 
dustrial level." 

The day of the opening at 
Place des Arts, Fennario ex¬ 
plained why he and his group 
decided to support the 136 
ushers, checkroom atten¬ 
dants and ticket-takers 
locked out since Dec. 1. 

“It's about time people 
who work at producing cul¬ 
ture—everybody: artists, 
writers, stagehands, jani¬ 


tors and ushers—get to¬ 
gether and show some soli¬ 
darity.” 

About a year ago, the 
ushers voted to affiliate with 
the Confederation of Nation¬ 
al Trade Unions. 

Negotiators for the theatre 
management refuse to bar¬ 
gain with the CNTU. 

“And now the unions arc 


scabbing on each other," 
Fennario says. 

This aspect of the dispute 
has caught the attention of 
the Quebec labor movement 
because of a Superior Court 
decision last week ruling 
that volunteers who replaced 
union members during the 
lockout did not fall under 
anti-strikebreaking clauses 
of the Labor Code.

HOLLYWOOD (AP) - Q. 
Whal is the Paul Newman 
family doing at the Salvation 
Army camp in Malibu Can¬ 
yon? A. Making a television 
movie. 

Actually, the clan was 
making two movies on the 
day I visited the location, 
just a few mountainous 
miles from the fabled ocean 
playground of Malibu. One 
was a two-hour version of 
Michael Cristofer's Pulitzer- 
prize play, The Shadow Box. 
The other was a featurette of 
interviews to help ABC sell 
the film. 

You get the impression 
that the network feels it will 
not be an easy sell. 

The Shadow Box treats the 
English language as if it 
were treasure, not a conve¬ 
nience. And it concerns three 
people dying of cancer, a 
subject TV avoids unless the 
victims are championship 
athletes. 

The network has designat¬ 
ed the film as an ABC The¬ 
ater Presentation, with air¬ 
ing possibly this summer. 
Get the picture? 

For Paul Newman, Joanne 
Woodward and Susan Ken¬ 
dall Newman, The Shadow 
Box is obviously a labor of 
love. He is directing his first 
film for TV. Joanne is star¬ 
ring, along with Christopher 
Plummer, Valerie Harper, 
James Broderick, Sylvia 
Sidney, Ben Masters and 
Melinda Mullen. Paul’s 
daughter Susan, 26, is co¬ 
producing with Jill Marti, 
31. 

The oak-shaded summer 
camp had been disguised as 
a sanitarium, the dining hall 
converted to indoor sets. All 
the filming was done on the 
premises, and the company 
persisted through rain 
storms that reduced the 
grounds to a bog. 

"Even so, we're going to 
finish two or three days 
early,” reported Newman 
after completing his inter¬ 
view for the featurette. 

“It has been a marvellous 
experience. We have a 
schedule of 24 days, but we 
had two full weeks of re¬ 
hearsal beforehand. I ran 
the script straight through, 
from beginning to end, just 
as you would do in the the¬ 
atre. 

“Even though we had to 
shoot the script out of se¬ 
quence, the actors were so 
familiar with Ifeeir roles that 
it didn't matter." 

Is he shooting any dif¬ 
ferently from how he would 
make a movie for theatres? 

“Not really. The only dif¬ 
ference is that I might play 
the scenes a little wider. For 
television you need more 
eloseups." His dedication 
was evident. Instead of the 
usual can of beer, he held a 
diet drink in his hand. 

“This whole thing was my 
idea." said Miss Woodward 
as she strolled back to the set 
after finishing her inter¬ 
view.

"Michael really uses the 
language, and the lines re¬ 
quire concentration. But 
Paul makes it easier—he’s 
such a sensitive director. 
That’s because he’s such a 
sensitive actor.” 

Co-producer Miss New¬ 
man arrived in a wheelchair; 
she had stepped in a hole and 
sprained her ankle. 

“When Joanne suggested 
The Shadow Box, I said I 


would like to produce it if I 
could work with Jill,” said 
Miss Newman. 

“She and I came to Los 
Angeles and had meetings 
with Paul and my stepmoth¬ 
er to discuss how we could 
make the transition from 
stage play to movie. 

“Then we met with Mi¬ 
chael last August, and he 
agreed with our ideas. He 
wrote the script and we 
pegged out a course of ac¬ 
tion.”

Parents rally 
as workshop 
closure looms 


Closure of the Langwood 
Activity Centre for the men¬ 
tally handicapped will be 
protested by the Sooke 
school board. 

The sheltered workshop, 
scheduled for closure be¬ 
cause the Capital Region As¬ 
sociation for the Mentally 
Handicapped can no longer 
carry the deficit for the op¬ 
eration, is an important ser¬ 
vice whose loss will have a 
major impact on the fami- 
liesof activity centre clients, 
reads a letter to the school 
board from parents. 

The parents said many of 
them would not be able to 
care for their children on a 
full-time basis, particularly 
since some of them are el¬ 
derly and their “children" 
are in their 30s and 40s in 
some cases. 

In addition, without a fa¬ 
cility like the activity centre, 
work skills gained over time 
by the handicapped workers 
there would quickly be lost. 

The human resources min¬ 
istry pays the activity centre 
73 cents an hour for each 
person who works there, but 
this still leaves the associa¬ 
tion with an estimated $33,- 
000 deficit at the activity 
centre for the coming year. 


While the centre is not 
under school board jurisdic¬ 
tion, it is the next step for 
some students in the district, 
school board chairman Irene 
Lane said. 

"If the University of Vic¬ 
toria were to close down we 
would certainly protest for 
the sake of our students who 
would want to go there.” 

Abopt one-third of the stu¬ 
dents at the school district’s 
own school for the handi¬ 
capped, Dogwood school, 
move to the activity centre 
after graduating from Dog¬ 
wood.

Little bird has become big event with Robertsons of Deep Bay

But bird in hand provides proof 

Deep Bay story 
hard to swallow

DEEP BAY — Some peorple have a cat on the 
hearth and others like a dog to lie in front of a 
blazing fire, but yet others are quite different. 

One of those is Mrs. Ruth Robertson, who has 
a 7^-month-old barn swallow as a house guest 
here, about 30 miles south of Courtenay. 

The pretty little bird was one of three in a nest 
in the Robertson garage. 

However, the nest fell to the ground and one 
bird died. 

Mrs. Robertson rescued the two remaining 
fledglings and because it was the day of Skylab, 
she named’the two chicks Sky and Lab. 

Lab later died but Sky survived, despite all 
the dire predictions of bird experts who said “it 
just can’t be done." 

However, Mrs. Robertson was ndt to be so 
easily defeated. 

SHE NURSED SKY TENDERLY, even mak 
ing trips to Victoria to buy him meal worms, 
which she keeps in the fridge. 

But that was the easy part of the food rou¬ 
tine. 

Later she caught earwigs, removed their 
pincers and fed them to the bird or froze 
them. 

She is probably the only woman with frozen 
earwigs in her freezer: ^ ,. 

In addition, she scoured the beaches looking 
for, and sometimes finding, sand fleas. 

Asked how one catches sand fleas, she re¬ 
plied: "U isn’t easy." 

So far Sky has made 16 trips to Victoria, has 
been fishing with the Robertsons and has attended 
a garden party. 

He sleeps in a wicker sewing basket at night 
and is not in a cage. 

SKY IS A PLUCKY LITTLE fellow and after 
his fall to earth, he later suffered another trauma¬ 
tic experience when he js believed to have been 
mouthed by the Robertsons’ dog. 

However, he emerged from that battle with 
only the loss of his dignity, some tail feathers and 
a few from his wing. 

Those feathers are now growing back 'and 
since that time he and the dog have become good 
friends. 

Since Sky has never been with other wild 
birds, he has developed his own song, which he 
performs for hours. Mrs. Robertson has taped 
some of the songs. 

But Sky’s life was to have another interesting 
event when a hawk spied the bird and made a dive 
to catch him, only to hit a window with a loud 
bang. 

THE BIRD, OF COURSE, WAS inside and 
was unhurt but the hawk was knocked unconcious 
and was bleeding from the beak. 

The Robertsons picked up the hawk, fed him 
some whisky, let him sleep for a few hours and 
soon he flew off. 

The swallow has been banded by wildlife 
officials, who say his life of seven months is a 
miracle. 

They also say he may be the only swallow 
north of the 49th parallel. The swallows migrate to 
South America in mid-September and return 
in April. 

WHEN THE BIRDS RETURN, MRS. Robert 
son expects to have “bird launch day.” 

So far Sky is unable to fly, although he is now 
exercising his wings. 

But rather than flying. Sky likes to sit in front 
of a roaring fireplace and preen his feathers. 

He takes food from the hand and likes to drink 
milk.

B.C. will give 
log salvage 
new treatment 

The B.C. forests ministry is proposing a new approach 
to log salvage regulations. 

It wants less government involvement and a clarifica¬ 
tion of responsibilities between the Gulf Log Salvage 
Co-operative and log salvors. 

The new proposals are outlined in a white paper, Log 
Salvage in the Vancouver Log Salvage District, released this 
week. 

The paper noted that log salvage in the waters be¬ 
tween Vancouver Island and the mainland, which com¬ 
prises the district, had been regulated since 1954. 

Those regulations restricted salvage to individuals 
with permits and licensed one agency to receive and 
■dispose of salvage logs. 

Over the years, the regulation has become increasing¬ 
ly complicated, and a review was commissioned in 1974. 

The B.C. Research Council’s report was made avail¬ 
able to interested parties and discussion ensued, but 
the appointment of a royal contmission into the forest 
industry in 1974 led to revisions being shelved. 

The white paper is designed to Initiate discussions 
before a new log salvage regulation is implemented. 

The white paper is available from the Information 
Services^ Branch, Ministry of Forests, 1450 Government, 
Victoria,' V8W 3E7, or from district offices in the Van¬ 
couver forest region.

processed.

Jakubowski said he first ran into 
trouble with the Communist system 
when he took part in food riots in 1970.

Tito losing battle

BELGRADE — President Tilo ap¬ 
peared Wednesday night to be losing his 
battle for life. 

Doctors announced a worsening of the 
health of the 87-year-old Yugoslav presi¬ 
dent, whose left leg was amputated nearly 
one month ago. 

Doctors said Tito's heart was weaken¬ 
ing and his kidneys were failing. 

Sources said there was little hope and 
the only question now was how long the 
president could hold on. * 

A statement issued by Tito’s eight doc¬ 


tors said his "general state of health has 
worsened" during the day. 

“Intensive measures of treatment arc 
being administered." 

The medical bulletin, issued by the offi¬ 
cial Tanjug news agency, was the most 
pessimistic since Tito entered Ljubljana 
Medical Centre a month ago. 

Despite the bad medical news. Yugo¬ 
slav officials followed a business-as-usual 
routine. 

The official calm contrasted sharply 
with the nervous atmosphere in the capital 
during Tito’s surgery.

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Trudeau balks at armament ‘dough’ 


VANCOUVER (CP) - 
Liberal leader Pierre Tru¬ 
deau said Wednesday he 
knows the armed forces 
want more money for men 
and equipment but he does 
not want “to put a lot of 
dough into armaments." 

The priority of previous 
Liberal governments was to 
work for “peace and de¬ 
tente” and that priority will 
remain if the party wins 
Monday’s election, Trudeau 
said Wednesday in an inter¬ 
view on BCTV. 

Jack Webster, host of the 
show, accused Trudeau of 
allowing the armed forces to 


run down during his 11 years 
as prime minister. 

"They are in good shape," 
Trudeau replied during the 
lively one-hour exchange 
with the man known as the 
Oatmeal Savage because of 
his aggressive interviewing 
style and thick Scottish ac¬ 
cent. 

Trudeau said the number 
of men in the armed forces 
had decreased during his 
years as prime minister but 
expenditures to NATO had 
increased. 

The Liberal leader said it 
is natural for the armed 
forces to want “more sub¬ 


marines and costly air- Clark and the armed forces 
planes” but every govern¬ 
ment department seeks 
more money. 

"We think there’s more 
useful things to do than to 
fight wars and put a lot of 
dough into armaments." 

Prime Minister Clark has 
promised to increase de¬ 
fence spending if the Con¬ 
servatives are returned to 
power. New Democrat Lead¬ 
er Ed Broadbent said a par¬ 
liamentary committee 
should study the question be¬ 
fore deciding whether to in¬ 
crease spending.

"The improvements will . . . enable them to fly search 
and rescue missions in adverse weather, day or night, 
throughout the 200-mile offshore limit," McKinnon said.’

NANAIMO— A light agen¬ 
da and little debate com¬ 
bined to produce a short 
meeting for city council 
members here this week as 
aldermen dealt with plans 
for the city’s new athletic 
commission, expansion of 
the Gordon Street parkade 
and control of fill in the 
Nanaimo River estuary. 

The council passed the ath¬ 
letic commission bylaw 
without opposition, and will 
be ready next week to give 
the commission final ap¬ 
proval. 

The commission will have 
the responsibility of seeing 
that regulations covering 
boxing and wrestling 
matches arc followed. 

The city will be covered 
by a clause in the com¬ 
mission bylaw that requires 
boxing and wrestling pro¬ 
moters to buy liability insur¬ 
ance covering themselves 
and the city. 

Problems that caused con¬ 
cerns for some council mem¬ 
bers included the question of 
liability and provisions of 
the Municipal Act that 
seemed vague or unclear. 

The council decided to ask 
its general government com¬ 
mittee to look into the prob¬ 
lem, for changes in the act 
that could be suggested to 
the Union of B.C. Munici¬ 
palities. 

Meanwhile, conceptual ap¬ 
proval was given to a plan 
for at least 750 more parking 
spaces at the Gordon Street 
parkade. 

Consultants William Gra¬ 
ham and Associates will 
bring back final designs in 50 
days for the scheme, which 
would see four levels of 
parking added to the Gordon 
Street parkade. 

In the meantime, the city 
will reopen negotiations with 
the Nanaimo Harbor Com¬ 
mission about the owner¬ 
ship of Gordon Street, and 
discussions will be arranged 
with both Sears and Mara¬ 
thon Realty about space re¬ 
quirements. 

Discussion will also be 
held with the regional tran¬ 
sit authorities and Pacific 
Coach Lines about making 
the Gordon Street area a 
transportation centre. 

The finalized concept 
plans will include an esti¬ 
mate of cost and a pro¬ 
posed mill rate for the down 
town taxpayers, who would 
have to approve the plan. 

In other business, the 
council referred back to 
committee the plan to re¬ 
strict fill in the Nanaimo 
River estuary area. 

The council is planning to 
restrict land fill on private 
properties abutting the Nan¬ 
aimo River estuary and 
Beck’s (dr Hong Kong) 
Creek. The Item was re¬ 
ferred back to committee 
for an adjustment of boun¬ 
daries of the restricted area. 

The city plans to prepare 
a survey plan of the area, 
showing the lot lines of all 
properties in relation to the 
waterline and note all works, 
including areas of land fill 
placement to date. 

' Development lines will 
then be established on the 
properties, in consultation 
with the city’s planning de¬ 
partment. provincial fish 
and wildlife and federal fish¬ 
eries. 

The city’s planning and 
public works committee will 
meet with the landowners 
to outline the future develop¬ 
ment requirements and city 
bylaws will be amended to 
incorporate the development 
boundaries. 

In the meantime, city 
bylaw enforcement officers 
would maintain a three- 
times-weekly surveillance of 
the properties

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Little bird has become big event with Robertsons of Deep Bay 

Deep Bay family’s story 
pretty hard to swallow

DEEP BAY — Some people have a cat on the 
hearth and others like a dog to lie in front of a . 
blazing fire, but yet others are quite different. 

One of those is Mrs. Ruth Robertson, who has 
a 7 >/£-month-old barn swallow as a house guest 
here, about 30 miles south of Courtenay. 

The pretty little bird was one of three in a nest 
in the Robertson garage. 

However, the nest fell to the ground and one 
bird died. 

Mrs. Robertson rescued the two remaining 
fledglings and because it was the day of Skylab, 
she named the two chicks Sky and Lab. 

Lab later died but Sky survived, despite all 
the dire predictions of bird experts who said “it 
just can’t be done.” 

However, Mrs. Robertson was not to be so 
easily defeated. 

SHE NURSED SKY TENDERLY, even mak¬ 
ing trips to Victoria to buy him meal worms, 
which she keeps in the fridge. 

But that was the easy part of the food rou¬ 
tine. 

Later she caught earwigs, removed their 
pincers and fed them to the bird or froze 
them. ‘ 

She is probably the only woman with frozen 
earwigs in her freezer. 

In addition, she scoured the beaches looking 
for, and sometimes finding, sand fleas. 

Asked how one catches sand fleas, she re¬ 
plied: “It isn’t easy.” 

So far Sky has made 16 trips to Victoria, has 
been fishing with the Robertsons and has attended 
a garden party. 

He sleeps in a wicker sewing basket at night 
and is not in a cage. 

SKY IS A PLUCKY LITTLE fellow and after 
his fall to earth, he later suffered another trauma¬ 
tic experience when he is believed to have been 
mouthed by the Robertsons’ do" 


However, he emerged from that battle with 
only the loss of his dignity, some tail feathers and 
a few from his wing. 

Those feathers are now growing back and 
since that time he and the dog have become good 
friends. 

Since Sky has never been with other wild 
birds, he has developed his own song, which he 
performs for hours. Mrs. Robertson has taped 
some of the sffligs. 

But Sky’s life was to have another interesting 
event when a hawk spied the bird and made a dive 
to catch him, only to hit a window with a loud 
bang. 

THE BIRD, OF COURSE, WAS inside and 
was unhurt but the hawk was knocked unconcious 
and was bleeding from the beak. 

The Robertsons picked up the hawk, fed him 
some whisky, let him sleep for a few hours and 
soon he flew off. 

The swallow has been banded by wildlife 
officials, who say his life of seven months is a 
miracle. 

They also say he may be the only swallow 
north of the 49th parallel. The swallows migrate to 
South America in mid-September and return 
in April. 

WHEN THE BIRDS RETURN, MRS. Robert¬ 
son expects to have “bird launch day.” 

So far Sky is unable to fly, although he is now 
exercising his wings. 

But rather than flying, Sky likes to sit in front 
of a roaring fireplace an# preen his feathers. 

He takes food from the hand and likes to drink 
milk. 

All in all, Sky is a remarkable bird and Mrs. 
Robertson wonders if the birds will accept him 
w'hen they return. 

She will be watching carefully to see he comes 
to no harm. If he flies away next September, there 
is one lady who will eagerly await the return of 
the swallows the following spring. 


Hazardous crossing 

Safety proves 
high priority 
in Ladysmith

LADYSMITH — Resident safety 
was a high priority for Ladysmith 
town council this week when the alder- m 
men dealt with the question of what to * 
do about the inadequate Methuen 
Street pedestrian crosswalk on the 
Trans-Canada Highway. 

District highways manager John 
Morris was on hand to speak with 
council about the hazardous pedes¬ 
trian crossing that was the site of a 
fatal accident last summer. 

Morris and the councillors all 
agreed that the best means of safely 
getting pedestrians across the high¬ 
way to the beach would be either an 
underpass or an overpass, but that 
solution is not financially feasible at 
this time. 

The remaining alternatives are 
either to install a controlled traffic 
signal, or move the pedestrian cross¬ 
walk to a better location, and White 
Street was given prime consider¬ 
ation. 

The department of highways has 
offered to share the cost 50-50 with the 
city for the installation of a traf¬ 
fic light, which represents a total ex¬ 
penditure of $12,000. 

Aid. Ken Sutherland was not at all 
pleased with the traffic light proposal, 
regardless of who paid for it. 

"A light is not the answer. All a light 
does is hold up traffic. The only safe 
way would be an overpass.’’ 

MORRIS AGREED THAT a light on 
the Trans-Canada Highway wasn't 
that desirable but explained that the 
usual pattern for highway crossings in 
most municipalities was to go from 
nothing official, to a painted cross¬ 
walk. to a traffic light and finally to an 
underpass or overpass. 

There was general consensus that 
moving the crosswalk from Mathuen 
to White would be no improvement. 

With regard to the crosswalk sug¬ 
gestion, Morris commented: "As soon 
as you paint a crosswalk, you’re creat¬ 
ing a problem. People walk out onto 
those painted lines and think they're 
protected.” 

After considerable discussion coun¬ 
cil chose to refer the matter to the 
advisory planning committee for its 
recommendations, which will be heard 
at council's next regular session, Feb. 
25. 

Although Ladysmith has finally 
been guaranteed an adequate water 
supply for the coming summer, the 
town may have to pay a hefty price for 

Due to unforeseen circumstances on 
the Holland Lake Reservoir job site, 
the completion date for the construc¬ 
tion of the new dike has been post¬ 
poned from the original date of Dec. 22 
until mid-April. 

This four-month extension on the 
million dollar project has resulted in 
cost overruns totalling $164,000, coun¬ 
cil was told this week by George 
Tzvetcoff, for the Willis, Cunliffe and 
Tail consulting engineers. 

AT THE REGULAR SESSION of 
council this week, Tzvetcoff had the 
unenviable task of explaining these 
cost overruns to the dissatisfied city 
fathers. 

Although some of the overruns re¬ 
sulted from unexpected expenses for 
additional materials, the bulk of them 
was due to holdups in the contractor's 
work. 

Tzvetcoff explained that during the 
month of November, the work was 


done in freezing weather and every 
day the contractor had to strip away 
the newly- frozen material before be¬ 
ginning the actual work. 

The delays in the contractor’s work 
then led to additional engineering 
fees. 

Mayor Frank Jameson vigorously 
protested the engineer’s recommenda¬ 
tion that the town pay the 9.1-per-cent 
overrun on the original tender price of 
$1,145,000. 

"This is not our fault and we should 
not be held responsible for overruns of 
this nature. We went into this contract 
with good faith and I can't see why we 
should now have to bear the respon¬ 
sibility.” 

Tzvetcoff readily agreed with the 
mayor. 

“That is correct. Whatever overruns 
are caused by the contractor’s delays 
can be recovered from the contrac¬ 
tor.” 

It appears that the real point of 
contention will be just how much of the 
$164,000 cost overruns can be attri¬ 
buted to job delays on the part of 
Miller Contracting. 

Council will broach this question in 
the near future in a joint meeting with 
Miller Contracting, Tzvetcoff, the 
town solicitor and the town’s legal 
adviser, Barrie Luff. 

Ladysmith seniors and their descen¬ 
dants may soon be ableito learn the 
stories of their ancestors if Mrs. Viola 
Cull can obtain the necessary financial 
support to publish her book on the his¬ 
tory of Ladysmith. 

AT THIS WEEK'S regular council 
session Mrs. Cull requested that the 
town contribute something toward the 
publication expenses, estimated to be 
$20,043 for 2,000 hard-cover copies. 

When asked by Aid. Chuck Irving to 
specify how much she was requesting 
from council, Mrs. Cull answered, 
“I’ll be very generous and accept 
whatever you give me.” 

However, she later told the Colo¬ 
nist she was hoping that the town 
would chip in about $2,000. 

New Horizons, a federally-funded 
program for senior citizens, has 
guaranteed to cover one-third of the 
publication costs ($ 6 , 860 ), but the pub¬ 
lisher requires one-half of the cost 
to be paid in advance before the boolc 
goes to the printer. 

Mrs. Cull explained to council that 
her 400-page book, rich with coal 
miners’ stories and chronicles, will 
be the first documentation of Lady¬ 
smith’s history. 

"The purpose of this book is to get 
this information into the hands of the 
senior citizens and their descendants. 
We’ve already pre-sold 500.” 

The 2,000 copies will sell for $11 each 
and what little profit there is will go to 
the senior citizens. 

Council will consider Mrs. Cull’s re¬ 
quest at budget time next month.

Governments 
back marine 
research base 

Vancouver Island’s second “research park” got 
the go-ahead from the federal and provincial govern¬ 
ments Tuesday. 

A news release issued jointly by the two govern 
nients said work would start immediately on a Marine 
Technology Centre on a 17-acre site adjacent to the fed 
eral Institute of Ocean Sciences at Pat Bay, 20 miles 
north of Victoria. 

The design is for an industrial mall with a campus-like 
atmosphere to house consultants and private companies 
engaged in various kinds of marine research and de¬ 
velopment. 

THE PROJECT will be developed and managed by the 
B.C. Development Corp., which is being leased the land 
rent-free by the federal government for the first five 
years of a long-term land lease. 

A $1.2-million low-interest loan will be provided uhder 
the Canada-B.C. Industrial Development Subsidiary Agree 
ment. 

Funded by the federal department of regional eco¬ 
nomic expansion and the B.C. industry ministry, the 
loan provides for no interest charges for the first two 
years and an interest rate of half the prime rate of char¬ 
tered banks starting in the third year 

Savings to the project from the interest subsidy will 
amount to more than $800,000 over the term of the 
loan, leading to low rentals for tenants. 

SERVICING of the land will start immediately, follow ed 
by construction of a 35,000 square-foot industrial build 
ing. Three more buildings will follow. 

It is estimated that up to 175 technical and profession¬ 
al jobs will be created and eventually the centre will 
employ 300 people. 

The first research park on the Island is scattered 
among several buildings on the University of Victoria 
campus.

VANCOUVER (CP) - A Polish sea¬ 
man, who has failed to win refugee 
status in Canada after trying for two 
years, says he can't understand why 
two Soviet shipjumpers are being given 
special treatment by federal author¬ 
ities. 

Tadeusz Jakubowski was to appear 
today in federakcourt to make a final 
appeal againsNnnmigration depart¬ 
ment rulings that he doesn't qualify as 
a political refugee. 

If he fails, he said, he must leave by 
the end of the month or face deporta¬ 
tion and possible jail in his homeland 
because of his opposition to the Com¬ 
munist system. 

But he also said he is puzzled that he 
finds himself in this predicament when 
a Soviet couple who jumped ship here 
two weeks ago have already been 
granted ministerial permits allowing 
them to stay and work while their 
applications for refugee status are 
processed. 


“No one can understand this," said 
Polish-born Canadian Jerry Mazuruk 
who acts as translator for Jakubows¬ 
ki. 

“Tad has been given a glowing re¬ 
port from the union members and the 
management where he works. They 
are furious that he gets this nasty 
treatment while these Russians just 
show up and get in right away.” 

The Russian couple, Alexander Rya- 
gozov, 33, and Yelina Terekhova, 22, 
said they defected to the West mainly 
because of their love for each other. 

The immigration department says 
Jakubowski does not qualify as a refu¬ 
gee because his case does not in¬ 
volve "extreme humanitarian rea¬ 
sons" or “persecution.” 

Jakubowski said he first ran into 
trouble with the Communist system 
when he took part in food riots in 1970. 
He was part of a shipyard crew that 
was fired on by police. A friend was 
shot dead.

Afghan Moslem rebels based in Iran are 
crossing into their homeland and bat¬ 
tling Russian troops in its western prov¬ 
inces, a rebel spokesman claimed Wednes¬ 
day.

Some of the rebels 
were based in Iran and crossed the border 
to attack their opponents, Halimi said.

Tito losing battle

BELGRADE — President Tito ap¬ 
peared Wednesday night to be losing his 
battle for life. 

Doctors announced a worsening of the 
health of the 87-year-old Yugoslav presi¬ 
dent, whose left leg was amputated nearly 
one month ago. 

Doctors said Tito’s heart was weaken¬ 
ing and his kidneys were failing. 

Sources said there was little hope and 
the only question now was how long the 
president could hold on. 

A statement issued by Tito's eight doc¬ 


tors said his “general state of health has 
worsened" during the day. 

“Intensive measures of treatment are 
being administered.” 

The medical bulletin, issued by the offi¬ 
cial Tanjug news agency, was the most 
pessimistic since Tito entered Ljubljana 
Medical Centre a month ago. 

Despite the bad medical news, Yugo¬ 
slav officials followed a business-as-usual 
routine. 

The official calm contrasted sharply 
with the nervous atmosphere in the capital 
during Tito's surgery.

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Trudeau balks at armament ‘dough’ 


VANCOUVER (CP) — 
Liberal leader Pierre Tru¬ 
deau said Wednesday he- 
knows the armed forces 
want more money for men 
and equipment but he does 
not want “to put a lot of 
dough into armaments.” 

The priority of previous 
Liberal governments was to 
work for “peace and de¬ 
tente” and that priority will 
remain if the party wins 
Monday's election,..Trudeau 
said Wednesday in an inter¬ 
view on BCTV. 

Jack Webster, host of the 
show, accused Trudeau of 
allowing the armed forces to 


run down during his 11 years 
as prime minister. 

“They are in good shape,” 
Trudeau replied during the 
lively one-hour exchange 
with the man known as the 
Oatmeal Savage because of 
his aggressive interviewing 
style and thick Scottish ac¬ 
cent. 

Trudeau said the number 
of men in the armed forces 
had decreased during his 
years as prime minister but 
expenditures to NATO had 
increased. 

The Liberal leader said it 
is natural for the armed 
forces to want “more sub¬ 


marines and costly air¬ 
planes" but every govern¬ 
ment department seeks 
more money. 

"We think there’s more 
useful things to, do than to 
fight wars and put a lot of 
dough into armaments." 

Prime Minister Clark has 
promised to increase de¬ 
fence spending if the Con¬ 
servatives are returned to 
power. New Democrat Lead¬ 
er Ed Broadbent said a par¬ 
liamentary committee 
should study the question be¬ 
fore deciding whether to in¬ 
crease spending. 

The relationship between 


Clark and the armed forces 
is not as rosy as the Conser¬ 
vatives claim, Trudeau 
said. 

He recalled that Defence 
Minister Allan McKinnon re¬ 
cently criticized the armed 
forces command structure 
and Admiral Robert Falls, 
chief of defence staff, then 
rebuked the Tory minister. 

“That never happened in 
my administration, particu¬ 
larly not at a time of interna¬ 
tional tensions. 

"We never had a public- 
fight between the minister 
and the chief of defence.”

Rescue upgrade 
in second phase 

The federal government is spending more than $20 mil¬ 
lion in the second phase of a program to upgrade its air¬ 
borne search and rescue capacity on the west coast, De¬ 
fence Minister Allan McKinnon announced Wednesday. A 
contract worth $20.35 million for aircraft modifications has 
been awarded to Boeing of Canada. 

Improvements to the six Labrador and five Voyagcur 
helicopters including those at Comox involve installation of 
long-range fuel tanks, rescue hoists, Vew radar and better 
communications. 

“The improvements will . . . enable them to fly search 
and rescue missions in adverse weather, day or night, 
throughout the 200-mile offshore limit," McKinnon said. 

The $8.5-million first phase of the program begun in 1978 
included navigation improvements and higher-powered 
searchlights. 
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
